Prepared  by  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  League  of  Women  Voters  of  Wakefield 

TO  REGISTER  TO  VOTE  IN  WAKEFIELD  YOU  MUST  BE: 

•  an  American  citizen  (native-born  or  naturalized) 

•  at  least  18  years  old  on  the  date  of  the  election 

•  a  resident  of  Wakefield,  Massachusetts 

WHEN  AND  WHERE  TO  REGISTER: 

•  9  am  to  5  pm,  Monday  through  Friday,  and  during  any  extra  hours 
scheduled  by  the  Board  of  Registrars  (see  local  newspapers  for  times). 

•  Town  Clerk's  office,  first  floor,  William  J.  Lee  Memorial  Hall,  One 
Lafayette  Street,  OR  in  any  other  city  or  town  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  (your  registration  will  be  forwarded  to  Wakefield  Town 
Clerk  for  inclusion  on  local  voting  list).  You  may  also  request  a  mail-in 
registration  form. 

DEADLINES  FOR  REGISTRATION: 

•  To  vote  in  state  or  presidential  primaries  or  state  elections,  you  must 
register  to  vote  at  least  20  days  before  the  election. 

•  To  vote  in  local  elections,  or  to  vote  at  Annual  Town  Meeting,  you  must 
register  to  vote  at  least  20  days  prior  to  the  election. 

•  To  vote  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting,  you  must  register  at  least  10  days 
prior  to  the  meeting. 

MORE  ABOUT  REGISTRATION 

Registration  is  permanent  unless  a  voter  moves  to  a  new  city  or  town. 
However,  failure  to  respond  to  the  Annual  Census  may  result  in  being 
dropped  from  the  active  list  of  Registered  Voters.  A  voter,  moving  from 
one  precinct  to  another  within  the  town,  should  immediately  notify  the 
Registrars  of  the  changes  to  assure  being  able  to  vote  in  the  new 
precinct,  otherwise  he  must  vote  in  his  former  address. 

Registrations  are  administered  by  the  Board  of  Registrars.  The  Board  is 
composed  of  three  citizens,  appointed  for  three  year  terms  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  the  Town  Clerk,  who  by  virtue  of  her  office,  serves  as  clerk 
of  the  board.

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LOCAL  ELECTIONS 

Local  elections  are  held  annually  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  April  and  are 
non-partisan.  Write-ins  are  permitted,  and  absentee  voting  is  allowed. 

TO  BECOME  A  CANDIDATE  FOR  LOCAL  OFFICE,  A  CITIZEN  MUST: 

•  be  a  registered  voter  in  Wakefield,  Massachusetts. 

•  obtain  nomination  papers  from  the  Town  Clerk  (one  set  of  papers  for 
each  office  sought  in  the  election). 

•  obtain  the  signatures  of  50  citizens  who  are  registered  to  vote  in  Wakefield. 

•  submit  nomination  papers  to  the  Board  of  Registrars  49  days  prior  to 
the  town  election  for  certification  of  the  signatures. 

•  file  nomination  papers  with  the  Town  Clerk  by  5  pm  on  the  35th  day 
before  the  town  election.  This  places  the  candidate's  name  officially  on 
the  ballot. 

TO  JOIN  A  POLITICAL  PARTY 

A  citizen  may  choose  to  declare  his/her  choice  of  political  affiliation  when 
he/she  registers  to  vote,  or  may  declare  his/her  party  choice  when  voting  in 
primary  elections.  If  a  voter  chooses  not  to  declare  his/her  party,  he/she  will 
be  listed  as  an  "unenrolled  voter"  on  voting  lists. 

TO  CHANGE  OR  CANCEL  PARTY  ENROLLMENT/SERVE  AS  A  DELEGATE 

A  voter  may  appear  in  person  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office  or  use  the  postal 
system  to  change  his/her  party  designation.  This  may  be  done  at  any  time. 

A  party  member  is  eligible  to  be  a  delegate  to  his/her  party  conventions; 
delegates  are  chosen  every  four  years  on  the  presidential  primary  ballot. 

PROCEDURE  AT  TOWN  MEETING  IS  SET  FORTH  IN  THE  TOWN 
CHARTER. 

THE  TOWN  MEETING  WARRANT 

The  Town  Meeting  Warrant  is  a  collection  of  articles  presented  by  depart- 
ments, committees  and  voters  for  consideration  at  an  Annual  or  Special 
Town  Meeting.  The  warrant  is  composed  by  the  Selectmen,  with  articles 
being  entered  by  request  or  petition.  Individual  voters  may  have  an  article 
inserted  by  petition.  The  selectmen  receive  all  petitions  for  the  warrant. 
Signatures  of  ten  or  more  registered  voters  are  required  on  articles  for 
annual  town  meetings;  100  signatures  are  required  for  articles  filed  by  citi- 
zens in  warrants  for  special  town  meetings.  Signatures  on  petitions  must 
be  substantially  as  the  voters'  names  appear  on  the  voting  list.  Voters  may 
request  the  advise  of  the  Town  Counsel  in  drawing  up  an  article.  Custom- 
arily, public  announcement  is  made  of  the  opening  and  the  closing  dates  of 
the  warrant.  Citizens,  however,  may  take  their  petitions  to  the  Selectmen 
at  any  Board  meeting  during  the  year  and  the  Selectmen  will  hold  such 
articles  for  insertion  in  the  warrant  for  the  next  town  meeting.  Department 
heads  enter  their  articles  by  the  process  of  request. 

THE  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Annual  Report  is  comprised  of  reports  from  all  Town  departments, 
including  operating  expenses  and  statistical  information.  The  Annual 
Report  is  compiled  by  the  Selectmen's  office,  and  copies  are  available  free 
prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.

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Report  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen 

At  the  Board's  organizational  meeting  on  May  10,  1999,  following  the  Town 
Election  in  April,  Sel.  Kevin  T.  Haggerty  was  elected  Chairman  and  Sel.  Wayne 
M..  Tarr  was  elected  Secretary.  The  other  members  of  the  Board  are  Sel.  Kevin 
P.  Scott,  Sel.  John  M.  Gallucci,  Sel.  John  B.  Encarnacao,  Sel.  Stephen  P.  Maio 
and  Sel.  Peter  G.  Melanson. 

The  powers,  duties,  and  responsibilities  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  are  broad- 
ly diversified  in  hundreds  of  sections  of  law  applying  directly  to  Selectmen. 

The  Town  of  Wakefield  voted  for  an  Open  Town  Meeting  -  Board  of  Select- 
men -  Town  Administrator  Charter  at  the  Town  Election  of  November  3,  1998. 
This  plan  maintains  the  Selectmen  in  their  traditional  role  as  the  elected  direc- 
tors of  the  municipality,  and  provides  for  an  administrator  to  carry  out  adminis- 
trative assignments  within  a  policy  framework  established  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Charter. 

The  broadly  diversified  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  affect  the  functioning  of  all  Town  departments,  and  central  coordina- 
tion is  essential  to  an  effective  and  efficient  municipal  administration. 

The  necessity  for  effective  liaison  and  representation  between  the  Town,  the 
Federal  Government,  the  State  Government,  and  metropolitan  agencies  contin- 
ues to  be  increasingly  complex  and  demanding.  The  Town's  active  participation 
is  necessary  to  the  Town's  responsible  representation  in  an  area  of  significant 
socio-economic  impact. 

Chapter  763  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1965,  became  effective  on  February  16, 
1966,  which  constituted  enactment  of  collective  bargaining  for  municipalities. 
Municipal  employers  are  prevented  from  (a)  interfering  with  the  right  of 
employees  to  organize  for  the  purpose  of  collective  bargaining,  and  (b)  dominat- 
ing or  interfering  with  any  employee  organization,  (c)  discharging  or  discrimi- 
nating against  any  employee  who  testified  before  the  State  Labor  Relations 
Commission  on  a  specific  proceeding,  (d)  refusing  to  bargain  collectively  in  good 
faith  with  a  designated  exclusive  bargaining  agent,  and  (e)  refusing  to  discuss 
grievances  with  the  bargaining  agent.  The  statute  states  "the  municipal  employ- 
er shall  be  represented  by  the  Chief  Executive  Officer,  whether  elected  or 
appointed,  or  his  representative  or  representatives".  It  has  been  determined 
that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  the  Chief  Executive  Board  in  towns  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  statute,  except  as  to  School  Department  personnel.  This  legislation 
continues  a  costly  and  complex  impact  on  municipal  administration  in  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Chapter  1078  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1973  has  identified  municipal  labor  con- 
tract negotiations  as  a  matter  of  serious  fiscal  consequences.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  has  long  recognized  the  necessity  for  professional  representation  at 
the  bargaining  table,  and  has  continued  to  engage  specialized  legal  services  in 
this  important  relationship.

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Report  of  the 
Wakefield  Planning  Board 


The  Planning  Board  is  a  five  member  elected  body  with  jurisdiction,  as  estab- 
lished by  M.  G.  L.,  Chapter  41,  Section  81  A,  over  the  subdivision  of  land  in  the 
Town  of  Wakefield.  The  Planning  Board  also  is  responsible  for  long  term  plan- 
ning and  for  the  preparation  and  updating  of  the  Town's  Master  Plan. 

The  Planning  Board  conducts  regularly  scheduled  meetings  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Tuesdays  of  each  month.  In  1999  the  Planning  Board  conducted  25  meet- 
ings during  which  8  public  hearings  were  held,  subdivisions  were  reviewed,  sev- 
eral proposals  were  submitted  for  parcel  divisions  that  did  not  require  review 
under  Subdivision  Control  Law,  site  plans  for  development  of  business  and 
industrial  sites  were  reviewed,  and  changes  to  the  Zoning  Bylaw  and  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  Governing  the  Subdivision  of  Land  in  Wakefield,  Massachu- 
setts were  discussed. 

Of  the  three  subdivisions  resolved  during  1999,  the  Planning  Board  approved 
Salisbury/Rossmore  Roads  and  Hopkins  Place  and  denied  Kyle's  Court.  The 
Planning  Board  voted  to  modify  approved  plans  for  King  Street  Extension. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield  approved 
funds  for  the  revision  of  the  Town's  Master  Plan.  The  Planning  Board  invited 
members  of  Town  boards  and  commissions  and  public  groups  to  appoint  repre- 
sentatives to  the  Master  Plan  Committee.  The  Planning  Board  advertised  for 
interested  citizens  of  the  Town  to  join  the  Master  Plan  Committee.  The  first 
meeting  of  the  Master  Plan  Committee  was  held  on  November  29,  1999. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield  approved 
funds  to  hire  a  Town  Planner,  a  position  that  the  Town  has  not  had  for  several 
years.  After  a  thorough  search,  the  Town  Administrator  hired  Mr.  Paul  Reavis 
to  fill  this  position. 

The  voters  at  Annual  Town  Meeting  supported  Planning  Board  Articles  to 
modify  the  Zoning  Bylaw  to  create  'Upland  Areas,'  define  'Coefficients  of  Regu- 
larity,' revise  the  definition  of  "Lot  Width,"  and  re-establish  penalties  for  zoning 
violations.  The  voters  at  Annual  Town  Meeting  did  not  support  a  Planning 
Board  Article  to  increase  minimum  required  lot  areas  and  frontages  in  General 
Residence  and  Single  Residence  districts. 

The  Planning  Board  wishes  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  continuing 
assistance  of  Technical  Consultant  Thomas  Hayes  and  Clerk  Linda  Donaldson.

Wakefield  Commission  on 

Disability  Issues 


The  membership  on  the  1999  Commission  on  Disability  Issues  consisted  of  7 
residents:  Harry  Kasbarian,  Larry  Hardacker,  Warren  Magoon,  Larry  Brennan, 
Chuck  Ferrara,  Kristen  Noren,  and  James  Caffrey.  Members  are  appointed  by 
vote  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  commissioners  conducted  seven  public 
meetings  at  which  various  issues  confronting  citizens  with  disabilities  were  dis- 
cussed in  an  attempt  to  offer  guidance  and  provide  factual  and  legal  informa- 
tion. Some  of  the  issues  concerned  accessible  equipment  at  municipal  play- 
grounds, an  accessibility  survey  of  all  the  town's  voting  precincts  in  order  to  pro- 
vide voters  unfettered  entrances  and  exits  at  voting  locations,  and  discussions 
with  local  CATV  providers  to  seek  municipal  television  broadcasts  in  closed  cap- 
tioned for  the  hearing  impaired  format. 

In  addition,  a  commission  member  served  on  the  recently  completed  Town 
Hall  Accessibility  Committee,  which  oversaw  renovations,  including  a  full  ser- 
vice automatic  elevator  to  all  levels,  ramps  to  the  entrance,  and  new  customer 
service  windows  and  doors  at  the  William  J.  Lee  Memorial  Town  Hall.  A  com- 
mission member  has  been  appointed  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  committee 
overseeing  renovations  for  improved  accessibility  at  the  Americal  Civic  Center 
on  Main  Street.  Negotiations  for  an  accessible  entrance  to  MGLD  offices  in 
order  to  pay  bills  or  have  discussions  with  MGLD  officials  are  continuing. 

As  of  January  28,  2000  the  municipal  fund  established  by  town  meeting  and 
funded  by  fines  paid  by  motorists  who  illegally  park  in  Handicap  Person  park- 
ing spaces  totaled  $3,500.  None  of  the  funds  in  the  account  were  expended  dur- 
ing 1999.  The  commission  did  monitor  the  use  of  the  fund  established  by  town 
meeting  in  1999  for  the  provision  of  Computer  Assisted  Real-time  Transcrip- 
tion (CART)  services  requested  for  use  at  public  meetings  of  town  boards  or 
committees. 
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Report  of  the 
Wakefield  Historical  Commission 

During  1999,  the  Wakefield  Historical  Commission  continued  to  maintain 
the  town's  register  of  historic  places,  responding  to  inquiries  about  the  history  of 
these  buildings  and  supporting  their  preservation.  The  Commission  continues  to 
be  watchful  for  potentially  destructive  changes  in  historic  buildings,  and  main- 
tains a  "Demolition  Delay  Bylaw"  in  the  event  of  a  threat  to  one  of  the  Town's 
historic  structures. 

The  Commission  in  1999  oversaw  the  work  of  restoring  the  structure  of  one 
of  the  town's  premiere  historic  buildings,  the  West  Ward  Schoolhouse.  The 
Schoolhouse,  built  in  1847,  was  used  as  a  day-to-day  school  until  1994,  when  the 
collapse  of  a  second  floor  ceiling  uncovered  structural  problems.  In  1998,  the 
Commission  was  successful  in  applying  for  a  substantial  matching  grant  from 
the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission's  Preservation  Project  Fund.  The 
work  supported  by  this  grant  was  carried  out  in  1999,  when  steel  beams  were 
placed  inside  the  structure  in  order  to  support  it  and  the  rotting  sills  were 
replaced;  in  addition,  the  windows  and  doors  of  the  structure  were  replaced  with 
historically  accurate  reproductions.  Handicapped  access  to  the  building  was  also 
assured.  The  building  has  been  leased  by  a  "West  Ward  School  Association," 
which  is  now  working  to  find  the  funds  to  repair  and  restore  the  interior  of  the 
building,  which  will  eventually  be  used  as  a  living  history  classroom. 

During  1999,  the  Wakefield  Historical  Commission  continued  its  work  of  pre- 
serving and  protecting  the  gravestones  in  the  Old  Burying  Ground.  The  Burying 
Ground,  established  in  1689,  contains  some  of  the  oldest  and  best  examples  of 
Puritan  gravestone  art  in  the  nation.  The  Commission  has  established  a  special 
fund  and  accepts  donations  to  assist  in  the  expert  repair  of  some  of  the  more 
damaged  stones,  A  series  of  interpretive  markers  has  been  erected  in  the  Bury- 
ing Ground,  in  order  to  assist  the  visitor  in  appreciating  the  historic  nature  of 
the  old  slate  gravestones. 

The  Commission  continues  to  respond  to  inquiries  about  the  town's  history.

COMMUNITY  POLICING 

In  1999  The  Department  continued  its  commitment  to  a  community  policing 
philosopr.  Got  Hie  delivery  of  police  services.  The  Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Educa- 
DAREj  partnership  between  the  Police  Department  and  the  School  Depart- 
ment is  the  largest  of  our  community  policing  initiatives.  In  1999  the  DARE  pro- 
gram receive  d  S 1  3  □  90  in  financial  assistance  from  the  Massachusetts  Executive 
x  of  Public  Safety  (EOPS).  Officer  Robert  Ramocki  delivered  his  program  to 
371  students  from  kindergarten  through  the  fifth  grade. 

The  Department's  mountain  bike  patrols  were  active  in  the  downtown  shop- 
ping area,  parks,  playgrounds,  parking  areas  and  trails  surrounding  Lake 
Quannapowitt.  These  bike  patrols  have  been  instrumental  in  reducing  thefts 
: i  o .-.  atria  m '--...  e  s  .  D  parking  areas  surrounding  the  Lake. 
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activities  surrounding  their  homes  and  businesses  and  are  willing  to  come  for- 
ward to  assist  us  in  our  mission. 

PREVENTION  ACTIVITIES 

Officers  conducted  numerous  crime  prevention  programs  in  1999.  The 
Department  conducted  an  auto-etching  program  to  prevent  auto  theft  in  tandem 
with  the  Reading  Police  Department.  The  "Common  Ground"  youth  program 
was  presented  with  the  assistance  of  the  Wakefield  Elks.  The  Halloween  Safety 
Program  was  delivered  to  1,520  students  in  grades  K-4  and  St.  Joseph's  School. 
The  late  arrival  of  community  policing  grant  funding  delayed  additional  pro- 
grams beyond  the  end  of  1999. 

TRAINING 

In  1999  two  Officers  joined  the  Department.  Officer  John  Haggerty  was  sworn 
in  on  March  17,  1999.  Officer  Craig  Calabrese  was  sworn  in  on  October  7,  1999. 
The  Department  in  1999  provided  two  sessions  of  firearms  training  at  the  Fort 
Devens  facility  in  Ayer.  Regular  in-service  training  was  completed  at  Camp 
Curtis  and  specialized  training  programs  were  attended  throughout  New  Eng- 
land. Increased  attention  to  training  issues  as  laws  change  governing  police  pro- 
cedures and  tactics  remains  the  best  protection  for  both  officers  and  the  citizens 
they  serve. 

The  Department  recognizes  its  obligation  to  provide  professional  police  ser- 
vice, seeks  those  resources  necessary  to  accomplish  our  mission  and  welcomes 
citizen  participation  toward  maintaining  a  high  quality  of  life  in  Wakefield.

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Report  of  Chief  of  Fire  Department 

I  am  pleased  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Wakefield  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  calender  year  1999. 

EMERGENCY  INCIDENT  RESPONSE 

During  1999,  the  Wakefield  Fire  Department  responded  to  2,614  emer- 
gency incidents,  representing  an  increase  of  nearly  4%  over  1998.  There  were 
three  serious  house  fires  during  1999,  including  a  Pearl  Street  house  fire  on 
June  15th,  a  Cedar  Court  house  fire  on  December  8th,  and  an  intense  house  fire 
on  Holland  Road  during  the  early  morning  hours  of  December  30th.  In  all  three 
cases,  a  second  alarm  response  of  off  duty  firefighters  and  mutual  aid  from  sur- 
rounding communities  were  required  to  control  these  blazes.  Damage  was 
extensive  in  all  three  fires,  but  further  damage  was  prevented  by  fast  action  by 
firefighters,  and  no  injuries  were  reported. 

Other  serious  incidents  handled  by  the  fire  department  during  1999  includ- 
ed a  stubborn  fire  in  the  sawdust  collection  system  at  a  New  Salem  Street  man- 
ufacturing plant  on  October  21st  that  required  six  hours  to  quell.  Also,  a  minor 
fire  at  the  Bell  Atlantic  telephone  central  exchange  building  on  Bennett  Street 
that  knocked  out  ALL  telephone  service  to  Wakefield  and  Stoneham  from  2:15 
AM  until  5:45  AM  in  the  early  morning  hours  of  April  28th.  A  severe  thunder- 
storm blew  through  town  in  the  late  evening  hours  of  July  23rd,  sending  the 
department  scrambling  to  handle  10  emergency  calls  in  just  30  minutes,  and  a 
serious  accident  on  Route  128  on  January  10th,  required  firefighters  from  both 
Wakefield  and  Reading  to  use  two  "Jaws  of  Life"  to  rescue  the  occupants. 

PERSONNEL 

As  of  December  31,  1999,  the  Wakefield  Fire  department  consisted  of  fifty 
(50)  uniformed  personnel,  including  the  Chief  of  Department,  five  (5)  Captains, 
four  (4)  Lieutenants,  forty  (40)  Firefighters,  and  a  civilian  administrative  clerk. 

Fire  Captain  James  G.  McClory  retired  from  the  Wakefield  Fire  Depart- 
ment on  February  6th,  after  serving  the  department  for  thirty  two  years,  the 
last  eight  years  as  the  Senior  Captain.  Firefighter  Kenneth  R.  Collins  retired 
from  the  department  effective  June  3rd,  after  serving  the  town  for  over  twenty 
five  years.  We  wish  both  of  these  dedicated  members  the  very  best  for  a  happy 
and  healthy  retirement. 

On  March  17th,  Fire  Lieutenant  John  F.  Lynch  was  promoted  to  Fire  Captain 
to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  Captain  McClory' s  retirement,  and  Firefighter  Paul  J. 
Pronco  was  promoted  to  Fire  Lieutenant  to  fill  the  new  Captain  Lynch's  position. 

Richard  H.  Burditt,  Jr.  resigned  from  the  department  effective  on  March 
3rd. 

Lieutenant  Michael  J.  Sullivan  was  promoted  to  Fire  Captain  on  October 
20th  and  was  assigned  to  serve  as  the  department's  Fire  Prevention  Officer,  the 
position  that  he  held  for  the  past  five  years  as  a  Lieutenant. 

Shawn  Hudson,  Joseph  Albert,  Jr.,  and  Christopher  Crogan  were  appointed 
as  Permanent  Firefighters  on  July  1,  1999,  bringing  the  department  to  full  staffing. 

Firefighter  Thomas  M.  Purcell,  III,  was  issued  a  commendation  in  Decem- 
ber for  his  actions  while  off  duty  on  November  28th.  Purcell  was  at  a  Saugus 
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department  store  when  he  discovered  a  ceiling  fan  fixture  on  fire.  Purcell 
instructed  the  store  manager  to  call  911,  then  climbed  a  step  ladder  to  extin- 
guish the  fire.  According  to  the  Saugus  Fire  Department,  Purcell's  fast  action 
prevented  a  serious  fire  in  a  department  store  crowded  with  holiday  shoppers. 

APPARATUS  &  EQUIPMENT 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  April  approved  the  purchase  of  a  new  pump- 
ing engine  to  replace  the  1979  Mack  pumper,  Engine  2.  The  new  pumper  is 
presently  on  order  with  Seagrave  Fire  Apparatus  of  Clintonville,  Wisconsin,  with 
delivery  expected  in  the  summer  of  2000.  Town  Meeting  also  approved  the  pur- 
chase of  a  1999  Chevrolet  Tahoe  utility  vehicle  which  was  delivered  in  Septem- 
ber. This  new  vehicle  allowed  the  department  to  return  a  1994  Chevrolet  Sedan 
that  was  on  loan  to  the  department  from  Liberty  Chevrolet  for  three  years. 

In  May,  the  department  placed  into  service  a  Parkhurst  military  surplus 
trailer,  which  has  been  equipped  with  absorbent  supplies  to  control  a  hazardous 
materials  incident,  such  as  a  large  diesel  fuel  spill. 

In  an  emergency  purchase,  a  new  telephone  -  radio  voice  recording  unit  at 
our  dispatch  office  had  to  be  acquired  in  February,  to  replace  the  previous  unit 
that  had  failed.  Also,  two  (2)  new  multi  gas  detectors  were  acquired. 

And  as  in  each  year,  all  fire  hoses,  ladders,  and  self  contained  breathing 
apparatus  were  inspected,  tested,  and  repaired  as  necessary.  The  three  (3) 
pumping  engines  and  the  aerial  ladder  truck  were  tested  during  May  and  June. 

TRAINING 

A  continuous  training  program  is  an  important  component  of  any  fire 
department,  and  1999  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Wakefield  Fire  Department.  In 
addition  to  review  of  basic  fire  fighting  skills  and  operations,  the  department 
conducted  training  drills  with  the  department's  boats,  rescue  tools,  and  our 
technical  rescue  (high  angle  rescue  and  confined  space  rescue)  operations. 

During  1999,  the  department  participated  'in  a  number  of  special  training 
classes  provided  by  the  Massachusetts  Firefighting  Academy  and  other  outside 
agencies,  including  a  16  hour  Emergency  Vehicle  Operator  Driving  Course,  a  6 
hour  Ice  Rescue  program,  and  several  3  hour  classes  in  Rapid  Intervention 
Team,  Arson  Awareness,  and  Infectious  Disease  Precautions.  Department  mem- 
bers also  completed  the  biannual  CPR,  First  Responder,  and  Emergency  Med- 
ical Technician  refresher  training. 

Four  (4)  Wakefield  Firefighters  successfully  completed  the  rigorous  eleven 
week  Recruit  Training  Program  at  the  Massachusetts  Fire  fighting  Academy  in 
Stow.  Firefighter  Sean  Curran  graduated  on  April  16th,  and  Firefighters  Shawn 
Hudson,  Joseph  Albert,  and  Christopher  Crogan  graduated  on  September  17th. 

Firefighters  Sean  Curran  and  Thomas  Purcell  successfully  completed  the 
100+  hour  Emergency  Medical  Technician  Training  Program,  bringing  the  num- 
ber of  EMT's  in  the  fire  department  to  twenty  seven  (27). 

And  finally,  on  June  17th,  members  of  the  department  traveled  to  Logan 
Airport  in  East  Boston  to  participate  in  their  Flammable  Liquid  Firefighting 
Training  Course.  This  unique  program  allows  our  firefighters  to  actually  fight 
"hot"  fires  involving  large  quantities  of  flammable  liquids  using  water  fog  and 
foam. 
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FIRE  PREVENTION  —  FIRE  SAFETY  EDUCATION 

Fire  Prevention  Officer  Captain  Michael  J.  Sullivan  continues  to  spearhead 
an  aggressive  fire  prevention  and  fire  safety  education  program  in  Wakefield. 

All  commercial  and  industrial  properties  in  town  were  inspected  once  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  all  schools,  nursing  homes,  and  hotel  -  lodging  houses  were 
inspected  quarterly,  all  by  the  on-duty  firefighting  shift  on  an  in-service,  ready 
to  respond  basis.  Fire  emergency  evacuation  drills  were  also  conducted  in  each 
school  facility. 

Special  projects  handled  in  1999  included  working  closely  to  monitor  the 
various  new  construction  projects  around  the  town,  especially  the  new  Dolbeare 
School,  and  constantly  monitoring  the  removal  /  upgrading  of  the  large  number 
of  our  many  underground  fuel  tanks. 

In  the  area  of  Fire  Safety  Education,  the  department  again  applied  for  and 
received  a  $  5,000.00  Student  Awareness  of  Fire  Education  (SAFE)  Grant  from 
the  Commonwealth.  This  grant  served  as  the  foundation  for  our  educational 
program,  where  Captain  Sullivan  visited  each  public  and  private  school  with  the 
Fire  Safety  House,  a  trailer  that  allows  children  to  actually  see  and  learn  fire 
safety  skills.  Captain  Sullivan  also  brought  in  outside  agencies,  such  as  the 
Shriners  Burn  Institute  and  Essex  Agricultural  Institute,  who  provided  pro- 
grams in  burn  prevention  and  water  safety  to  our  school  children. 

The  fire  department  was  also  actively  involved  in  the  Homecoming  Cele- 
bration on  the  Commons  on  September  25th.  In  addition  to  the  Fire  Safety 
House  and  a  Fire  Safety  Information  booth,  firefighters  conducted  a  demonstra- 
tion of  motor  vehicle  rescue  tools  before  a  large  crowd  of  onlookers. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Rotary  Club  of  Wakefield,  the  DPW  Water  Divi- 
sion, and  Harts  Hardware  of  Wakefield,  the  fire  department  has  been  partici- 
pating in  a  house  number  identification  program.  Houses,  without  a  proper 
house  number  displayed  are  noted  by  water  meter  readers,  and  the  owners 
urged  to  obtain  and  post  proper  house  numbers  so  that  these  homes  can  be  read- 
ily located  in  an  emergency. 

Any  discussion  of  the  year  1999  must  include  the  terrible  tragedy  in 
Worcester,  that  claimed  six  Worcester  Firefighters  on  December  3rd,  1999.  This 
was  a  tragedy  that  touched  everyone,  firefighters  and  civilians  alike,  throughout 
the  world.  And,  despite  being  60  miles  from  Wakefield,  the  Wakefield  Fire 
Department  played  an  active  role  in  the  recovery  process.  Wakefield  Firefight- 
ers manning  Engine  4  covered  Worcester  fire  stations  on  two  occasions  while 
the  body  recovery  process  continued,  and  during  one  of  the  six  funerals  held  for 
the  lost  firefighters.  Thirty  five  off  duty  and  retired  Wakefield  Firefighters 
attended  the  massive  Memorial  Service  for  these  firefighters,  held  on  December 
9th  at  the  Worcester  Centrum.  It  was  a  tragedy  that  the  fire  service  will  never 
forget. 

As  we  enter  the  'new  millennium',  the  biggest  challenge  that  I  feel  contin- 
ues to  face  the  fire  department  is  the  replacement  of  the  Central  Fire  Headquar- 
ters Building  on  Crescent  Street,  which  will  reach  its  100th  birthday  in  2000.  As 
the  Public  Safety  Building  Committee  continues  its  work  on  this  important  pro- 
ject, I  am  hopeful  that  the  planning  and  funding  process  will  continue  so  that 
we  will  see  the  project  become  a  reality  before  we  are  forced  to  spend  money  on 
maintaining  the  structural  stability  of  the  current  building.

Report  of  the  Forest  Warden 

During  1999,  the  Wakefield  Fire  Department  responded  to  and  extin- 
guished fifty  eight  (58)  brush  and  grass  fires.  The  most  serious  brush  fire  in 
1999  occurred  in  June  when  a  large  fire  on  the  Melrose  -  Wakefield  border  off 
Bathol  Street,  required  both  departments  working  together  for  two  weeks  to  ful- 
ly extinguish  this  deep  seated,  smoldering  fire.  In  addition,  the  fire  department 
issued  450  open  air  burning  permits  as  per  state  regulations  during  the  January 
15th  -  May  1st  open  air  burning  season.

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Fire  Alarm  &  Traffic  Signal 
Department  Annual  Report 

During  1999  the  department  has  installed  4  new  master  fire  alarm  boxes  and 
3  new  street  boxes.  The  Department  has  also  begun  a  project  of  refurbishing 
older  fire  alarm  boxes  throughout  the  town  that  will  continue  into  next  year. 
There  were  numerous  pole  changes  executed,  eight  fire  alarm  boxes  repaired, 
three  fire  alarm  boxes  replaced  and  six  fire  alarm  circuit  problems  were  located 
and  repaired.  The  worst  of  these,  circuit  #2,  required  extensive  re-wiring  in  the 
Albion  Street  and  Chestnut  Street  area  to  restore  service  to  a  substantial  num- 
ber of  fire  alarm  boxes,  due  to  the  failure  of  an  aged  underground  cable.  Routine 
testing  and  preventive  maintenance  of  the  fire  alarm  system  has  continued 
throughout  the  year. 

Regular  preventive  maintenance  of  the  traffic  signal  equipment  has  been  on 
going  through  out  the  year  as  well,  with  the  replacement  of  several  pieces  of 
equipment  due  to  age.  The  traffic  and  pedestrian  lights  and  poles  at  two  inter- 
sections (located  at  Broadway  and  Albion  Street  as  well  as  Main  Street  and  Oak 
Street)  were  repainted  to  protect  and  beautify  the  equipment  and  the  areas.  All 
pedestrian  lights  were  serviced  and  tested  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year.  The  traffic  signal  controller  and  the  Opticom  emergency  system  controller 
located  at  Broadway  and  Albion  Street  were  repaired  after  sustaining  damage 
due  to  lightening.  Several  pieces  of  equipment  were  repaired  due  to  damage 
caused  by  automobile  accidents. 

All  fire  alarm  and  traffic  signal  equipment  was  thoroughly  inspected  and 
tested  to  be  Y2K  compliant  and  all  equipment  continued  to  function  properly 
into  the  New  Year.

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Report  of  the  Director  of 
Emergency  Management 

The  Emergency  Management  Agency  prepares  for  natural  and  man  made 
disasters,  serving  as  the  local  branch  of  the  Massachusetts  Emergency  Manage- 
ment Agency  (MEMA),  and  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency 
(FEMA). 

The  biggest  challenge  to  emergency  management  during  1999  was  the  pos- 
sibility of  a  public  safety  emergency  that  might  be  created  by  a  Y2K  computer 
problem.  As  a  result,  the  Local  Emergency  Planning  Committee  met  several 
times  during  the  year  to  develop  a  Y2K  contingency  plan.  This  plan  was  insti- 
tuted on  New  Years  Eve  to  prepare  for  any  Y2K  situation  that  might  develop  as 
a  threat  to  public  safety,  such  as  a  failure  of  a  vital  utility.  Fortunately,  the  New 
Year  arrived  in  Wakefield  without  a  hitch,  but  the  overall  planning  exercise  was 
an  excellent  experience  for  all  involved. 

The  Local  Emergency  Planning  Committee  also  met  on  September  16th,  to 
develop  a  contingency  plan  for  the  arrival  of  Hurricane  Floyd  in  New  England 
that  night.  Fortunately,  the  storm  had  weakened  prior  to  its  arrival,  and  the 
minor  tree  damage  and  power  problems  were  handled  very  quickly  by  the  appro- 
priate town  departments. 

The  Wakefield  Auxiliary  Fire  Department  operates  under  the  auspices  of 
Emergency  Management.  During  1999,  Auxiliary  Captain  Russell  Barr,  Auxil- 
iary Lieutenant  Richard  Harrington,  and  Auxiliary  Firefighters  Lori  Cole,  Al 
Catanzaro,  Leon  Borowicz,  Kathy  Dickey,  and  Matthew  Harrington  donated 
912.5  hours  of  volunteer  service  to  our  community,  including  regular  training 
sessions,  emergency  responses,  and  maintaining  the  Auxiliary  Squad  Truck, 
The  Auxiliary  Fire  Department  was  particularly  helpful  in  battling  the  three 
serious  house  fires  in  1999. 

The  Emergency  Management  /  Auxiliary  Squad  Truck  is  a  1971  Mack  chas- 
sis with  a  1956  squad  /  rescue  body.  It  primarily  serves  as  a  power  -  lighting 
truck  that  is  a  very  valuable  public  safety  /  public  service  resource  in  an  emer- 
gency situation.  This  vehicle  is  starting  to  really  show  its  age,  and  during  the 
year  2000,  we  will  looking  at  it  closely  to  develop  a  plan  to  repair  or  replace  this 
vehicle  in  the  FY  2002  budget. 

My  thanks  to  all  town  department  managers  and  supervisors  for  their 
cooperation  and  assistance  in  the  1999  Y2K  planning  and  preparation  process, 
and  to  all  members  of  the  Auxiliary  Fire  Department  for  their  service  during 
1999.

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MISSION  STATEMENT 

The  Board  of  Health  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  protecting  the 
health  of  the  public  by  adopting  health  regulations  pursuant  to  Massachusetts 
General  Law.  To  fulfill  its  duties,  it  must  assess  the  needs  of  the  community  and 
develop,  plan  and  implement  programs  which  will  prevent  illness  and  promote 
wellness,  while  enforcing  public  health  laws.  This  is  achieved  through  communi- 
ty outreach  with  an  emphasis  on  awareness,  education  and  prevention.  Through 
the  Health  Department's  broad  vision,  implementation  and  evaluation  of  a  com- 
prehensive plan,  this  goal  can  be  accomplished. 

The  Wakefield  Board  of  Health,  during  the  year  1999,  has  continued  to 
focus  on  health  prevention  through  the  immunization/health  program  for  the 
Town  citizens.  The  Flu  and  Pneumonia  clinics  were  held  on  September  29th, 
September  30th  and  October  13th  at  the  First  Baptist  Church. 

There  was  a  total  of  14,102  vaccine  doses,  including  the  flu  and  pneumonia 
vaccine  and  various  other  vaccines  such  as  polio,  measles,  mumps,  rubella,  diph- 
theria, Dtap,  tetanus  pertussis  and  hep-b  administered  to  Wakefield  citizens. 
Hep-b  will  be  offered  to  6th  grade  students.  All  other  grades  have  been  complet- 
ed at  this  time. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  continued  to  do  Blood  Pressure  clinics  offered  to 
town  employees. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  continuing  to  receive  grant  funding  for  its  Tobacco 
Program.  In  December  1999,  an  additional  $56,000  was  received  to  be  used 
towards  enforcement  and  educational  programs  for  the  three  communities.  At 
this  time,  the  program  has  received  $463,474.  It  would  appear  that  the  grant 
will  continue  for  at  least  four  more  years  with  an  option  for  two  additional 
years.  "The  program  is  alive  and  well." 

A  Title  V  Grant  of  $220,000  has  been  awarded  to  the  Board  of  Health  for 
the  purpose  of  upgrading  existing  subsurface  disposal  systems. 

The  Board  of  Health  addresses  important  environmental  issues,  water  test- 
ing at  Lake  Quannapowitt  during  swimming  season,  the  Mosquito  Control  Pro- 
gram, which  focuses  on  water  management  and  limited  amount  spraying.  There 
are  radon  test  kits,  which  are  available  in  the  Health  Office.  The  Household 
Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  saw  335  cars  participate.  Approximately  8,375 
pounds  of  hazardous  material  has  been  removed  from  the  waste  stream.  (There 
was  a  45%  increase  over  the  previous  year's  collection.) 

This  year  the  Board  of  Health  adopted  regulations  under  Ch.  44  s.  53G,  the 
hiring  of  outside  consultants  to  review  drainage  for  proposed  sub-divisions. 

The  Board  of  Health  supports  the  articles  of  East  Middlesex  Association  for 
Retarded  Citizens,  East  Middlesex  Mosquito  Control  Project  and  Riverside  Com- 
munity Health,  formerly  East  Middlesex  Human  Services.

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Report  of  the  Housing  Authority 


The  Wakefield  Housing  Authority  (WHA)  was  chartered  in  1963  to  provide 
housing  for  low  income  elders,  families,  and  the  disabled.  All  of  its  projected 
income  and  expenditures  are  approved  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
through  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (DHCD)  or 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD). 

I.  Description  of  current  housing  programs 

Four  developments  are  subsidized  by  the  State  Department  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  (DHCD):  Hart's  Hill  (667-C)  consists  of  116  one-bed- 
room units  built  in  1965  and  1968  for  elderly/disabled  people;  Lincoln  School 
(667-3)  opened  in  1981  and  contains  10  elderly  one-bedroom  units  and  three 
units  of  congregate  housing  for  15  clients;  38  and  40  Hart's  Hill  Road  (689-1) 
which  opened  in  1990  provides  residential  facilities  for  8  Department  of  Mental 
Health  clients;  eight  apartments  of  two  bedrooms  each  for  families(  705)  were 
acquired  in  1981.  A  forty  unit  building  for  the  elderly/disabled  (Crystal  View 
Apartments  74-1)  was  completed  in  1981  using  funds  received  from  the  Federal 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD).  Two  programs  of 
leased  housing  are  provided:  219  Section  8  vouchers  funded  by  HUD  and  a  17- 
unit  State  Rental  Housing  Voucher  Program  (MRVP). 

The  Section  8  Family  Self- Sufficiency  Program  (FSS)  continues  with  22 
families  enrolled  in  the  program.  Begun  in  1993,  the  FSS  program  enables  fami- 
lies to  take  advantage  of  a  variety  of  options  which  are  geared  to  having  them 
achieve  a  goal  of  self-sufficiency  within  five  years. 

In  November  1998,  HUD  awarded  the  Authority  35  new  Section  8  Vouchers 
for  the  Mainstream  Program  for  People  with  Disabilities.  The  vouchers  were 
allocated  and  35  families  of  persons  with  disabilities  have  found  housing. 

Because  of  the  application  for  the  Mainstream  vouchers  and  the  Authori- 
ty's assistance  to  people  on  the  waiting  list,  the  Director,  Mary  Sweeney, 
received  a  Distinguished  Citizen  Award  from  the  Massachusetts  Association  for 
Retarded  Citizens  (ARC)  at  the  State  House  in  December. 

II.  Eligibility  criteria  for  each  housing  program 

The  eligibility  criteria  varies  from  program  to  program.  They  may  be 
obtained  by  writing  or  calling  the  Housing  Authority.  At  the  present  time 
income-eligible  people  may  apply  for  the  State  and  Federal  one-bedroom  elder- 
ly/disabled complexes  or  for  the  family  housing  units.  Wakefield  residents  or 
those  who  work  in  Wakefield  are  given  a  preference.  Applicants  are  encouraged 
to  apply  by  calling  or  coming  to  the  WHA  office  at  26  Crescent  Street  (245-7328). 

III.  Financial  information 

The  most  recent  audit  of  the  Authority's  finances  (FY  '98)  is  available  to 
the  public  for  viewing  at  the  Authority's  offices  at  26  Crescent  Street.  No  audit 
findings  of  the  Authority  have  been  noted  by  the  Office  of  the  State  Auditor  for 
the  last  nine  years. 
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IV.  Activities  during  past  year 

In  1999  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development(HUD)  revised 
its  grant  procedures  and  allocated  $53,386  to  the  Authority  for  CIAP  (Comprehen- 
sive Improvement  Assistance  Program)  .  This  was  the  sixth  year  that  a  grant  was 
received  from  HUD  to  enable  the  Housing  Authority  to  do  capital  improvement 
projects  at  Crystal  View.  These  included  funds  to  make  the  building(including  ele- 
vators) more  handicapped-accessible;  improve  security;  install  a  new  roof;  a  new 
common  community  kitchen;  and  address  several  structural  problems.  It  should 
be  noted  that  for  1999,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
gave  the  Wakefield  Housing  Authority  a  100%  score  for  its  Public  Housing  Man- 
agement Assessment  Program  (PHMAP)  .  This  was  the  third  year  that  such  a 
score  was  achieved  which  designates  the  Authority  as  a  "high-performing"  agency. 

In  recognition  of  its  high-performer  rating,  the  Authority  was  invited  to 
Washington  to  receive  a  commendation  from  HUD  Secretary  Andrew  Cuomo. 
Ms.  Sweeney  accepted  the  award  at  the  ceremonies. 

Seasonal  maintenance  of  the  Authority's  buildings  was  supplemented  by 
five  weeks  work  done  by  the  community  work  details  from  the  Middlesex  County 
Sheriffs  Department.  The  Authority  continues  to  work  closely  with  the  Wake- 
field Fire  Department  to  increase  tenants  awareness  of  fire  hazards  and  fire  pre- 
vention procedures.  The  Wakefield  Police  Department's  Community  Services 
Officer  assists  the  Authority  as  asked  and  conducts  security  training  sessions. 

Established  in  1997,  the  Wakefield  Affordable  Housing  Corporation 
(WAHC)  held  its  annual  meeting  in  September  1999.  The  stated  purpose  is:  To 
organize,  develop,  financially  assist,  or  manage,  on  a  non-profit  basis,  projects  or 
programs  to  provide  rental  or  home  ownership  initiatives  in  Wakefield  to  low  - 
moderate  income,  elderly  or  disabled  individuals  and/or  families.  For  the  pre- 
sent the  WAHC  Board  consists  of  the  Housing  Authority  Board  members.  Addi- 
tional Directors  may  be  added  as  potential  new  programs  are  targeted. 

Administrative  staff  include  Mary  S.  Sweeney,  Executive  Director;  Rita 
McNamara,  Housing  Manager;  Maria  DeHaan,  Finance  Manager;  Frances  Ales, 
Leased  Housing  Administrator;  Dorothy  Indeck,  Administrative/Maintenance 
Assistant;  Beth  Greenberg,  Tenant  Services  Coordinator;  and  Sandra  Reiniger, 
Family  Self-Sufficiency  Coordinator.  David  Perry,  Michael  Angeloni,  and 
Richard  Custodio  maintain  the  properties.

The  main  function  of  the  Wakefield  Council  on  Aging  is  service  to  the  over 
5000  Senior  Citizens  60  years  of  age  and  over. 

SERVICES 
1.  The  COA  office  relocated  to  the  Lincoln  School  House  in  1981  and  the 
Mealsite/Senior  Center  also  relocated  in  January  1984. 

2.  Van  Service  —  Transportation  to  doctors,  dentists,  hospitals,  therapy, 
nursing  homes,  grocery  shopping,  mealsite,  voting  and  group  activities. 

3.  Income  Tax  Assistance  —  Free  assistance  given  by  Richard  Miranda,  Bill 
Butler  and  Bob  Perkins. 

4.  Newsletter  —  Monthly.  Paid  for  by  the  advertising  it  contains.  The  newslet- 
ter is  printed  twelve  times  a  year  and  mailed  four  times  a  year. 

5.  ID  Cards  —  Issued  to  those  persons  60  years  of  age  and  older.  The  card  enti- 
tles the  holder  to  discounts  at  local  stores,  musical  and  athletic  events  at  the 
High  School.  MBTA  ID  Cards  only  available  through  Boston  office. 

6.  Job  Service  —  The  Director  maintains  a  file  of  persons  seeking  employment 
on  a  part-time  basis. 

7.  Problem  Solving  —  Questions  pertaining  to  insurance,  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  medical  transportation,  home  care,  24-hour  invalid  care,  nursing 
homes,  Meals  on  Wheels,  food  stamps,  day  care  for  the  elderly  are  asked  and 
referrals  are  made  to  the  proper  agencies  for  assistance. 

8.  Publicity  —  All  Council  activities  are  publicized  through  the  Wakefield 
Chronicle,  Item,  Wakefield  Observer,  the  Council  Newsletter,  The  Senior 
Spotlight,  and  Cable  TV  Senior  Access,  Channel  14. 

9.  Invalid  Appliances  —  The  Council  office  provides  wheel  chairs,  canes, 
walkers,  and  other  appliances  on  loan. 

10.  Free  Legal  Service  —  is  provided  by  the  Greater  Boston  Legal  Services  at 
the  Council  office  the  second  Monday  of  the  month.  This  is  by  appointment 
only. 

11.  Manicurist  comes  every  other  week  for  a  special  senior  rate. 

PROGRAMS 

1.  Health  Clinics  —  were  held  at  the  Council  office.  Visiting  Nurses  of  Mid- 
dlesex East  and  the  Melrose-Wakefield  Hospital  Home  Health  Care  con- 
duct the  clinics.  They  take  blood  pressure,  check  weight,  do  cholesterol 
screenings,  and  review  health  problems. 

2.  Flu  Clinics  —  The  director  assists  the  Board  of  Health  and  supplies  volun- 
teers for  the  flu  clinics. 

3.  Informative  Programs  —  Hallmark  Home  Health  Care,  Colon  Cancer 
Screening,  SHINE,  Oral  Cancer  Screening,  Aging  and  Vision  Loss  Lecture, 
Elder  Law  Program,  Exercise  to  Feel  Better  Program,  Therapeutic  Chair 
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Massage,  Senior  Citizen  Technology  Class  Hearing  Loss  Awareness  Pro- 
gram, Legislative  Senior  Forum,  and  How  To  Read  Food  Labels. 

4.  YMCA  has  time  set  aside  for  Senior  Citizens  to  swim. 

5.  "Friends  of  the  Wakefield  Council  on  Aging,  Inc."  assists  the  Council  in 
expanding  services  and  programs  to  the  community's  older  residents. 
"Friends"  held  a  raffle  at  "Festival  By  The  Lake"  in  June  and  a  yard  sale  at 
the  Warren  School  in  November. 

6.  A  Feasibility/Building  Committee  is  working  with  Architects  on  the  reno- 
vation of  Warren  School  to  a  senior  center. 

7.  Notary  Public  available  by  appointment  —  no  charge. 

8.  Dr.  William  Connolly  provides  foot  care  for  a  moderate  cost  at  the  COA 
office  twice  a  month. 

9.  Carrier  Alert  Program  offered  through  the  COA  &  Post  office. 

10.  Volunteer  does  small  repair  jobs  for  minimal  cost  —  volunteers  drive 
seniors  to  medical  appointments  not  covered  by  COA  van. 

11.  Snow  shoveling  provided  by  High  School  Honors  Program  for  frail  and  low- 
income  seniors  arranged  by  COA.

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Report  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Works 

In  1999  our  department  continued  efforts  in  the  area  of  community  service 
projects.  Once  again  our  Parks  Division  provided  watering  services  to  the  Town's 
Adopt- A- Sites,  despite  the  dry  summer  our  efforts  kept  these  sites  vibrant. 

Another  project  we  participated  in  heavily  was  the  Sullivan  Park  Tot-Lot. 
Through  the  extra  efforts  of  the  Town  Engineer,  Thomas  Hayes  and  Forestry  & 
Parks  Supervisor,  Dennis  Fazio  working  with  community  volunteers  the  design 
and  construction  of  the  Sullivan  Tot-Lot  has  become  a  reality. 

Over  the  past  year  our  Highway  Division  has  increased  efforts  to  maintain 
the  Town's  drainage  ditches  and  brooks.  Combined  with  the  expertise  and  ser- 
vices of  the  East  Middlesex  Mosquito  Control  Project  (EMMCP)  we  have  main- 
tained several  brooks  and  drainage  ditches  which  have  not  been  cleaned  for 
sometime.  We  will  continue  this  program  and  expand  it  as  our  resources  allow 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  Wakefield  Conservation  Commission. 

Through  the  conscientious  efforts  of  our  Water/Sewer  Division  we  have 
been  successful  in  investigating  a  long  standing  issue  of  sewerage  backups  in 
the  Gould  Street  area  utilizing  the  community  assistance  services  provided  by 
the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority  (MWRA)  we  inspected  and 
cleaned  the  wastewater  collection  system  in  several  neighborhoods.  We  will  con- 
tinue to  attack  the  historical  problems  plaguing  the  wastewater  collection  sys- 
tem with  the  upgrade  of  the  Farm  Street  Wastewater  Pumping  Station  with  the 
need  assessment  being  initiated  this  past  year. 

We  are  also  finalizing  plans  to  upgrade  the  Broadway  Water  Treatment 
Facility  adjacent  to  Crystal  Lake.  We  have  been  stepping  up  efforts  to  monitor 
and  police  activities  in  the  watershed  surrounding  the  Crystal  Lake. 

Our  department  has  worked  with  the  Friends  of  Lake  Quannapowitt 
(FOLQ)  on  the  administration  and  implementation  of  the  Department  of  Envi- 
ronmental Management  (DEM)  Lake  Grant.  As  part  of  this  grant  the  FOLQ  will 
be  evaluating  pollutant  loadings  entering  the  Lake  via  the  stormwater  collection 
system. 

Our  Buildings  Division  was  extremely  busy  this  year  facilitating  the  Amer- 
ican Disabilities  Act)  ADA  construction  renovation  project  at  the  William  J.  Lee 
Memorial  Town  Hall.  Our  personnel  assisted  in  relocating  three  offices  to  North 
Avenue  while  construction  was  being  undertaken.  Our  Buildings  Supervisor, 
Richard  Testa  was  instrumental  in  blending  the  project  into  this  historic 
William  J.  Lee  building. 

Our  Fleet  Maintenance  Division  has  prepared  an  updated  inventory  of  all 
vehicles  and  appurtenances  Equipment  for  the  department.  With  the  assistance 
of  our  new  dispatcher,  Kathleen  Tabb  we  are  using  the  vehicle  management 
spreadsheet  for  assessing  future  vehicle  needs  of  the  department  Our  depart- 
ment participated  in  the  annual  event  known  as  "Common  Ground"  which  pro- 
vided an  opportunity  for  the  public  to  view  several  new  and  unique  pieces  of 
equipment  from  our  fleet. 

We  were  required  in  October  of  this  year  to  send  out  a  Consumer  Confi- 
dence Report  on  the  water  system,  Michael  Martello,  Business  Manager,  was  an 
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instrumental  part  of  getting  this  report  out  to  the  public. 

This  past  year  our  department  welcomed  Michael  Martello  as  our  Business 
Manager.  Mr.  Martello  was  the  former  Tax  Collector.  Mr.  Martello  has  been  a 
tremendous  asset  to  our  administrative  team. 

This  past  year  we  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  dedicated  service  of 
Richard  Tabb,  Engineering  Assistant  who  retired  this  past  June  after  twenty- 
eight  years  of  service. 

For  more  details  of  this  past  year's  accomplishments,  I  refer  you  to  the 
attached  reports.  In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  following  supervisors 
for  their  support  during  calendar  year  1999  and  for  their  assistance  in  prepar- 
ing this  report.

The  Engineering  Division  evaluates,  designs,  bids,  inspects,  and  manages 
the  majority  of  the  Town  funded  infrastructure  improvement  projects.  The  Divi- 
sion staff  manages  consulting  engineers  when  assistance  from  outside  firms  is 
necessary.  In  addition,  this  office  maintains  and  updates  the  Assessor  maps, 
infrastructure  plans,  and  project  files. 

Capital  Improvement  Projects 

The  Division  designed,  obtained  permits,  and  provided  construction  man- 
agement for  the  following  projects,  which  were  funded  through  Articles 
approved  by  Town  Meeting: 

Lowell  Street  Sidewalk  Construction  Project  of  the  construction  of 

approximately  4000  feet  of  bituminous  sidewalk  and  granite  curbing.  The 

contract  was  awarded  to  Joseph  P.  Cardillo  &  Son  of  Wakefield,  MA  at  a 

contract  value  of  $84,700. 

Baystate  Road  Water  Main  Replacement  Phase  II  consisted  of  the 

replacement  of  the  existing  8-inch  cast  iron  water  main  with  new  8-inch 

cement  lined  ductile  iron  pipe  from  Kearley  Lane  to  Haverhill  Street.  The 

contract  was  awarded  to  Weswal  Construction,  Inc.  Westwood,  MA  at  a 

contract  value  of  $89,600. 

Byron  Street  Drainage  Project  consisted  of  the  installation  of  new 

drainage  in  Bryon  Street.  The  contract  was  awarded  to  LD  Russo  inc.  of

Butler  Avenue  Retaining  Wall  consisted  of  the  construction  of  a  retain- 
ing wall  and  drainage  improvements  on  Butler  Avenue.  The  contract  was 
awarded  to  Joseph  P.  Cardillo  &  Son  of  Wakefield,  MA  at  a  contract  value 
of  $8,600.

Crystal  Lake  Spillway  Reconstruction  awarded  to  Malcolm  Pirnie  of 
Wakefield  MA  for  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  for  the  recon- 
struction of  drainage  structures  and  piping  from  Crystal  Lake  to  Broad- 
way. This  project  is  funded  through  a  grant  from  the  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Agency,  (FEMA)  and  construction  is  scheduled  to  start  in  the 
summer  of  2000.

FORESTRY  &  PARK  DIVISION 

The  Forestry  Division  is  responsible  for  the  planting,  pruning,  spraying 
and  removal  of  public  shade  trees  on  public  property,  other  than  school  grounds. 
Extensive  work  done  seasonally  to  and  around  Lake  Quannapowitt. 

The  Park  Division  is  responsible  for  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  upper 
and  lower  commons,  all  parks  and  playgrounds,  except  schools,  and  many  road- 
side grass  areas,  including  twenty-two  islands.  This  division  maintains  over  six- 
ty-six acres  of  parks  and  recreational  land  under  the  Public  Works  jurisdic- 
tion throughout  the  town. 
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This  was  the  third  year  for  the  Adopt- A-Site  Program.  This  required  this  Divi- 
sion to  water  new  plants  at  twenty-two  locations  several  times  a  week  as  needed. 

There  was  major  playground  construction  at  Moulton,  Sullivan,  Nasella 
and  Mapleway  Playgrounds,  receiving  bleacher  repairs  and  new  equipment. 
Sullivan  Park  and  the  Boudreau  Tot-Spot  was  developed.  The  old  equipment 
was  replaced  and  added  to  the  new  structure.  This  will  be  Wakefield's  first 
handicap  accessible  playground,  completed  in  the  spring  with  some  paving  work 
and  planting  of  trees.

WATER  DEPARTMENT 

The  residents  and  industries  of  Wakefield  consume  over  900  million  gallons 
of  water  yearly.  There  are  two  sources  of  supply,  namely  the  MWRA,  which 
yields  approximately  85%,  and  Crystal  Lake,  furnishing  the  remaining  15%. 
The  Water  Department  is  responsible  for  the  operation,  maintenance,  and 
upkeep  of  the  Crystal  Lake  Water  Shed,  The  Linden  Street  Pumping  Station,  as 
well  as  The  Broadway  Water  Treatment  Facility,  which  produces  finished, 
potable  water  from  the  Crystal  Lake  supply  through  the  following  treatment 
processes;  aeration,  slow  sand  filtration,  disinfection  and  fluoridation.  The 
Department  preforms  multiple  Contaminant  and  Bacteriological  testing 
throughout  the  year  to  insure  Drinking  Water  Quality,  and  compliance  with 
State  and  Federal  Standards. 

The  Department  is  also  commissioned  with  the  maintenance  and  repair  of 
the  entire  distribution  system  including;  Water  Main  Replacements,  Repairs, 
and  Flushing.  Water  Service  repairs,  and  Replacements.  Hydrant  installations, 
and  Maintenance,  Mark  Outs,  Pipe  Locating  and  Inspections  for  contractors  and 
utilities,  Frozen  pipes  and  leaks,  Maintaining  Pressure  Reducing  valves,  Blow 
off  Valves,  and  system  gate  valves.  Inspection  and  Maintenance  of  the  Harts 
Hill  Standpipe,  Water  Meter  Reading,  Installations  and  Replacements. 
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Treatment  and  Testing  Improvements: 

The  clear  wells  (.5  million  gallon  finished  water  storage  caverns)  were 
drained  and  cleaned  of  built  up  debris  and  sedimentation.  The  intake  piping 
was  extended  approximately  100  feet  in  both  Clear  Wells  to  ensure  the  elimina- 
tion of  stagnant  water  at  the  tanks  far  ends,  as  well  as  substantially  increasing 
the  Chlorine  contact  time  resulting  in  proper  Disinfection.  Both  of  these  projects 
significantly  improve  water  quality. 

The  disinfection  systems  performance  was  analyzed  which  led  to  the  design 
and  installation  of  a  temporary  Sodium  Hypochlorite  (liquid  chlorine)  system. 
This  improvement  ensures  proper  disinfection  and  increased  personnel  safety. 

To  ensure  the  collection  of  accurate  information  effecting  water  quality  and 
public  health,  a  review  of  the  sites  and  methods  of  Bacteriological  sampling,  and 
Trihalomethanes,  and  Haloacetic  Acids(  disinfection  by-products)  testing  was 
preformed.  As  a  result  the  Bacteriological  sites  are  being  revised.  The  Tri- 
halomethane  sites  were  increased  from  one  (1)  to  four  (4),  and  the  locations 
changed  to  accurately  represent  system  levels,  and  to  achieve  compliance  with 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  Standards. 

Cross  Connection  Control 

This  past  year  the  Wakefield  Water  Department  implemented  an  aggres- 
sive Cross-Connection  Control  Program  to  prevent  the  contamination  of  town's 
distribution  system,  and  to  meet  the  requirements  and  mandates  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Environmental  Protection. 

A  Cross-Connection  survey  of  a  combined  200  municipal,  industrial,  com- 
mercial and  institutional  buildings  was  completed  in  December.  This  survey 
uncovered  numerous  new  cross-connections  that  will  be  addressed  and  protect- 
ed. Additional  surveys  will  continue  as  part  of  this  ongoing  program  to  uncover 
cross  connections,  as  well  as  testing  existing  devices,  in  order  to  protect  the  sys- 
tem's integrity,  Public  Health,  and  maintain  Department  of  Environmental  Pro- 
tection compliance. 

FLUSHING 

The  Water  Department  working  with  the  engineering  firm  C.D.M  developed  and 
implemented  the  first  phase  (West  Side)  of  an  internal  intricate  controlled  water 
main  Flushing  program.  The  program's  design  enables  the  removal  of  debris  and 
sedimentation  from  the  distribution  system's  water  mains  reducing  discoloration, 
as  well  as  taste  and  odor  complaints.  The  program  also  provided  for  detailed 
water  gate  locating,  exercising,  and  maintenance.  This  resulted  in  the  discovery 
of  closed  gates,  including  two  12"  gates,  as  well  as  covered  and  disfunctional 
gates.  Correcting  these  situations  drastically  improves  the  distributions  systems 
hydraulic  ability  to  maintain  maximum  pressures,  flows,  water  quality,  and  fire 
fighting  capacity.  The  information  gathered  will  greatly  reduce  the  time  and 
water  wasted  in  emergency  shut  down  situations  such  as  main  breaks.

STAFF 

As  a  result  of  an  aggressive  training  program,  The  Water  Department  has 
on  hand  an  experienced,  trained,  licensed  staff  of  talented  personnel  capable  of 
serving  the  Towns  supply  and  distributions  needs.  The  Department  currently 
maintains:  2  Distribution  grade  4  lie,  1  Distribution  grade  3  lie,  1  Distribution 
grade  1  lie,  1  Treatment  grade  4  lie,  1  Treatment  grade  3  lie,  1  Treatment  grade 
1  lie,  3  Cross  Connection  Surveyors  lie,  and  3  Backflow  Testers  Lie,  along  with 
multiple  training  certificates  in  various  water  related  subjects. 

The  Department  continually  attends  and  conducts  training  activities 
throughout  the  year  to  insure  the  competency  of  the  staff  in  supplying  all  needs 
of  the  Town. 


SEWER  DIVISION 

The  Sewer  Department  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's 
Waste  Water  Collection  System.  These  duties  include  the  operation  and  mainte- 
nance of  nine  Waste  Water  pumping  stations,  including  the  Farm  Street  Pumping 
Station  with  a  current  capacity  of  8  million  gallons  per  day.  The  Department  pre- 
forms repairs  on  the  entire  infrastructure  including;  sewer  mains,  manholes  and 
covers.  A  preventative  maintenance  program  is  constantly  ongoing  including;  sew- 
er trunk  line  flushing,  repairs  or  assistance  in  clearing  service  lines  for  residents. 

This  year  The  Department  began  an  aggressive  program  for  the  inspection 
and  cleaning  of  the  Waste  Water  Collection  Mains  in  problem  areas.  Taking 
advantage  of  the  M.W.R.A's  community  assistance  program.  Sewer  Department 
Personnel  Coordinated  internal  resources  with  the  M.W.R.A's  Vactorjets,  Per- 
sonnel and  video  equipment.  Through  these  efforts  a  major  section  of  North 
Ave.,  the  West  Side,  Main  Street,  and  the  brick  interceptor  were  cleaned  of  a 
substantial  amount  of  built  up  sediment,  grease,  and  debris,  contributing  to  sur- 
charging and  restrictions  to  flow  in  these  areas. 

The  videoing  of  these  mains  will  prove  invaluable  in  locating  problem  areas 
in  the  system  in  need  of  repair,  as  well  as  provide  important  information  in  the 
continuing  Inflow  and  Infiltration  program.

1999  was  a  very  good  year  for  Wakefield  Public  Schools.  The  local,  state 
and  federal  economy  was  strong  and  the  expectations  of  the  1993  State  Educa- 
tional Reform  law  have  all  been  implemented  and  we  are  starting  to  see  the 
expected  positive  results.  All  teachers  completed  recertification  requirements 
including  significant  amounts  of  professional  development.  New  staff  evaluation 
models  are  well  in  place  and  working  effectively.  Time  and  learning  standards 
are  in  place.  The  curriculum  frameworks  have  been  set  and  we  saw  in  1999  the 
rwA  administration  of  the  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System 
(MCAS).  Educational  Reform  mandated  the  creation  of  School  Councils  and  they 
are  in  place  and  working  well  in  Wakefield. 

1999  will  also  be  the  final  year  of  the  state  funding  formula  of  Educational 
Reform  and  I'm  pleased  to  report  that  the  state  met  all  of  the  expectations  they 
created  under  that  formula,  although  Wakefield  happened  to  be  one  of  those 
towns  that  got  the  state  minimum,  also  under  that  formula. 

New  Town  Charter 

We  saw  the  expectations  of  the  new  Town  Charter  begin  to  be  implemented 
in  1999.  The  School  Committee  went  back  up  to  seven  members  in  April,  with 
the  election  of  four  new  members  -  Janet  Filoramo,  Bill  Chetwynd  gaining  the 
three  year  seats,  Mary  Tecce  winning  the  two-year  seat  and  Robert  Edson  the 
one  year  seat.  The  committee  re-organized  in  May  and  elected  Jeff  Foxon, 
Chairman  and  John  Boghos,  Vice-Chairman.  The  other  School  Department 
change  mandated  by  the  new  Town  Charter,  the  transition  of  maintenance  of 
the  school  buildings  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  will  become  effective  on 
July  1,  2000. 
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Facilities 

The  newly  renovated  and  expanded  Dolbeare  School  was  opened  in  Septem- 
ber with  a  very  positive  public  response.  We  also  learned  in  the  summer  of  1999 
that  the  state  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  funding  for  the  Dolbeare  was 
approved  for  distribution,  which  allows  the  School  Building  committee  to  begin 
the  construction  on  the  new  Woodville  to  begin  later  in  the  year  of  2000.  The 
town  also  approved  funding  to  allow  a  two-room  addition  to  the  Doyle  School, 
which  hopefully  will  be  ready  for  September  2000. 

Meanwhile,  both  the  Hurd  School  and  the  Montrose  School  were  closed  for 
local  public  school  use.  The  Hurd  School  and  Woodville  Schools  were  leased  to 
the  SEEM  Collaborative  for  regionally  based  programs  to  serve  special  educa- 
tion students.  The  School  Committee  approved  a  short-term  request  to  house 
WCAT  at  the  Montrose  School,  while  they  transition  to  more  permanent  facili- 
ties. 

Plant  Improvements 

The  following  are  major  projects  accomplished  to  improve  the  school  plant 
in  1999. 

New  windows  and  shades  in  one  classroom  at  Doyle  School; 

Installation  of  new  intercom  at  Walton  School; 

Converted  two  classroom  spaces  at  Galvin  Middle  School; 

Replaced  oil  tank  at  Galvin  Middle  School; 

Electrical  upgrades  at  Walton  School; 

New  shades  installed  at  Wakefield  High  School; 

New  drapes  installed  at  Galvin  Middle  School; 

Replaced  floor  tiles  at  Wakefield  High  School; 

Asbestos  removed  at  Galvin  Middle  School; 

Central  Office  painted; 

Roof  repairs  in  the  music  room  at  Galvin  Middle  School; 

Replacement  of  light  ballasts  with  high  efficiency  ballasts; 

Fire  alarm  replacement  at  Walton  School. 

All  Day  Kindergarten 

Moving  forward  to  implement  all  day  kindergarten  was  postponed  in  April 
of  1999.  An  all  day  kindergarten  Task  Force  was  created  to  study  the  issues  fur- 
ther and  prepare  recommendations  for  the  April  2000  Town  meeting.  In  the 
summer  of  1999,  we  learned  that  the  state  would  fund  some  competitive  grants 
to  help  districts  with  some  of  the  start  up  costs  associated  with  all  day  kinder- 
garten. Facilities  to  house  all  day  kindergarten  are  as  much  a  challenge  as  is 
funding  until  we  can  open  the  new  Woodville  School. 

With  the  reorganization  of  the  School  Committee  in  April,  the  continued 
review  of  policy  became  one  of  the  major  goals.  The  committee  spent  significant 
time  on  the  issue  of  school  uniforms  and  while  they  didn't  implement  a  school 
uniform  policy,  they  did  strengthen  the  dress  code  policy.  The  School  Committee 
also  spent  additional  time  on  the  No  Smoking  Policy  with  a  goal  to  eliminate 
smoking  totally  in  schools  and  on  school  grounds.  The  school  improved  policies 
as  they  relate  to  non-resident  students  and  made  a  strong  commitment  to  con- 
tinue their  efforts  to  lower  class  size.  The  School  Committee  took  on  the  chal- 
lenge also  to  update  the  School  Department  Long  Range  Plan  established  in 
1994. 
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School  Security 

School  security  took  a  front  seat  to  many  other  issues  in  1999  because  of 
several  very  serious  problems  that  gained  both  state  and  national  media  atten- 
tion. While  there  were  no  local  issues  of  concern,  it  was  clear  that  the  Wakefield 
public  want  increased  protection  for  their  children.  Police  Chief  Doherty 
enjoined  the  School  Department  in  a  regional  effort  to  increase  the  security  of 
all  students  when  attending  school  or  at  school  functions. 

The  School  Department  spent  considerable  time  in  1999  on  negotiating 
employee  agreements.  The  School  Department  took  over  responsibility  for  the 
traffic  supervisors  from  the  town.  Seven  different  master  agreements  were  re- 
negotiated with  approval  of  three  year  agreements  and  funded  by  the  town,  a 
major  positive  achievement. 

Our  professional  staff  continues  a  trend  of  significant  change  from  one  year 
to  the  next.  We  welcomed  thirty  new  teachers  to  the  school  system  this  year,  a 
number  of  paraprofessionals,  and  several  clerical  staff.  These  newly  hired  peo- 
ple are  filling  jobs  created  by  retirements,  resignations,  and  newly  created  posi- 
tions. The  new  collective  bargaining  agreement  has  given  us  a  better  chance  of 
competing  with  other  districts  for  quality  teachers,  and  we  have  been  very 
pleased  with  the  level  of  training,  experience,  and  dedication  that  these  new 
staff  members  have  brought  to  our  system. 

The  enthusiasm  at  end  of  the  school  year  at  the  Galvin  Middle  School  was 
tempered  by  the  passing  of  Joyce  Ahmed-Jankun.  Joyce  first  came  to  Wakefield 
in  1987  and  worked  as  a  Mathematics  teacher  at  Galvin.  Her  efforts  on  behalf  of 
Wakefield's  children  left  an  indelible  impression  on  students,  parents,  and  staff 
&like.  Her  courage  and  determination  have  served  as  lessons  to  the  many  peo- 
ple whose  lives  she  touched. 

The  school  system  also  lost  some  of  its  finest  educators  through  retirement. 
Carole  Buckley,  Arthur  Cahill,  Irene  Chandler,  Barbara  Paris,  Henry  Smith, 
and  Ken  Thomson  all  have  retired  this  year.  These  teachers  represent  a  com- 
bined experience  of  171  years  in  the  Wakefield  Public  Schools.  Their  contribu- 
tions to  our  system  span  four  decades  and  we  wish  each  of  them  a  happy, 
healthy  retirement  These  retirements  also  represent  a  growing  national  trend. 
As  our  staff  matures,  retirements  will  increase  dramatically.  During  the  coming 
years,  the  competition  for  well-qualified  teachers  will  become  even  keener,  par- 
ticularly in  specialty  areas  like  math,  science,  world  languages,  and  special  edu- 
cation. We  will  continue  to  use  whatever  means  we  can  to  insure  that  we  put 
the  best  teachers  available  in  Wakefield's  classrooms. 

Department  of  Education  Audit 

The  State  Department  of  Education  completed  major  audits  of  the  School 
Department  programs  in  special  education,  Title  I,  English  as  a  Second  Lan- 
guage and  Drug  Free  Schools.  Significant  changes  were  mandated  in  the  way 
we  deliver  special  education  services,  especially  at  the  high  school.  The  School 
Department  continues  to  struggle  with  the  state  and  federal  mandates  of  special 
education  and  related  costs. 

1999  will  be  remembered  as  a  very  positive  year  for  Wakefield  Public 
Schools.  The  Marching  Band  won  their  seventh  State  Championship.  The  Foot- 
ball Team  won  the  Super  Bowl  after  winning  a  coin  toss  with  Melrose.  We  saw 
improvement  in  our  MCAS  scores  and  well  over  80%  of  our  seniors  went  on  to 
further  education.  Wakefield  SAT  scores  went  up  in  both  verbal  and  nonverbal 
areas.  Wakefield  continues  to  have  one  of  the  lowest  drop  out  rates  in  the 
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region.  Conor  O'Keefe  was  the  recipient  of  the  Superintendent's  Award  of  Excel- 
lence and  the  Galvin  Middle  School  Industrial  Arts  Program  enjoyed  their  first 
Regatta  on  Lake  Quanapowitt.  Yes,  1999  was  a  good  year  and  I  again  thank 
you,  the  Wakefield  public,  for  the  opportunity  to  serve.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
Lucius  Beebe  Memorial  Library 


Each  year  the  Board  of  Trustees  approves  and  adopts  policies,  maintains 
trust  funds,  and  works  with  the  Director  and  staff  to  develop,  promote  and  pro- 
tect library  resources  for  the  Town  of  Wakefield. 

In  1999,  Wakefield  voters  elected  Kristina  Carrick,  Nancy  Delaney,  and 
Harold  Regan.  Kristina  Carrick  served  as  Chair  in  1999,  Timothy  Healy  as  Vice- 
Chair. 

Library  gift  funds  were  expended  this  year,  as  in  the  past,  to  supplement 
library  services  and  support  staff  development.  Gifts  paid  for  the  summer  read- 
ing programs  and  young  adult  activities.  Gift  funds  also  subsidized  portions  of 
staff  tuitions,  training  expenses  and  professional  memberships. 

1999  marked  the  first  full  year  of  residence  in  the  renovated,  state-of-the-art 
Main  Street  home  of  the  Town's  Library.  The  new  beehive  logo  unveiled  by  the 
staff  and  trustees  is  indicative  of  the  industrious  nature  of  the  Beebe  Library. 
The  Library  witnessed  a  welcome  increase  in  use  of  materials  and  staff,  circula- 
tion, and  patron  traffic.  Inherent  with  these  increases,  new  concerns  emerged 
over  building  security  and  the  allocation  of  computer  time.  The  trustees  and 
staff  developed  policies,  with  the  public's  input,  to  address  these  ever  evolving 
concerns. 

The  Library  Building  Committee  will  be  making  its  final  report  to  the  first 
Town  Meeting  of  the  new  millennium.  It  is  a  poetic  coincidence  that  this  building 
effort  comes  to  its  culmination  as  the  new  century  commences.  The  Lucius  Beebe 
Memorial  Library  enjoys  the  respect  of  knowledgeable  athenaeum  experts  as  to 
how  libraries  should  be  designed  to  serve  the  public's  need  well  into  the  future. 
As  evidence,  the  library  has  received  the  attention  of  professional  journals  and 
films  on  the  subject  of  libraries.  A  permanent  plaque  signifying  the  accomplish- 
ments of  the  community  has  been  erected  to  honor  the  present  generation's  com- 
mitment to  the  next.  The  marquee  on  the  front  lawn  announcing  future  events, 
constructed  of  renovated  materials  from  the  renewed  structure,  is  symbolic  of  the 
past  and  present  coming  together  in  a  synergistic  fashion. 

The  Beebe  Library  Board  of  Trustees  is  grateful  once  again  to  the  many 
faithful  volunteers  who  continue  so  much  to  enhance  our  services,  and  ultimate- 
ly our  community,  with  their  generous  gifts  of  time  and  talent.  Again  the 
Friends  of  the  Beebe  Library  display  unwavering  energy  and  support  for  the 
many  extra-curricular  programs  that  make  the  Beebe  a  superb  community 
resource.  Their  successful  book  sales,  private  donations,  funding  for  summer 
and  youth  programs,  museum  passes,  and  support  of  the  rental  program  are  a 
few  of  the  numerous  activities  the  Friends  sponsor  that  enhance  our  ability  to 
offer  more.  Far  beyond  the  material  things,  the  Friends  of  the  Beebe  Library  are 
the  true  soul  of  the  Beebe  society.  They  forever  give  of  their  time,  ideas,  and 
labor.  Without  them  the  library  lacks  a  valuable  asset,  community  spirit. 

1999's  new  and  exciting  changes  certainly  challenged  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  the  talented  staff  of  our  library  to  work  collaboratively  to  attain  new 
heights.

LIBRARY  DIRECTOR 

Those  who  lament  our  evolution  into  a  media-saturated  society  entranced 
by  sound  bites  and  sitcoms  can  take  heart  that  Wakefield  citizens  support  three 
book  discussion  groups.  Alternatively,  one  can  stroll  through  the  library,  peer- 
ing over  the  shoulders  of  one's  neighbors  (and  thereby  violating  their  privacy)  to 
note  the  subjects  of  their  inquiring  minds.  A  recent  tour  of  computer  screens  in 
the  adult  areas  yielded  this  list  of  web  site  subjects:  Visiting  Nurse  Association, 
song  lyrics,  Health  Resources  database,  sports  statistics,  Safe  Toys,  greeting 
card  design,  Massachusetts  Film  Office,  Edmunds  Used  Car  prices,  job  search, 
Info  Place  online  dictionary,  Nicaragua,  widowers  and  grieving,  BMW  products 
&  services,  science  lesson  plans,  Federal  Reserve  Bank,  TOEFL  test  prepara- 
tion. There  is  good  evidence  here  of  healthy  curiosity  and  lifelong  learning 
habits. 

Despite  the  growing  number  of  home  computers,  people  come  to  use  the 
library's  machines.  However,  anyone  with  a  home  computer  and  a  research 
assignment  should  take  note  of  the  resources  listed  below  that  are  available  to 
library  users  at  home.  These  databases,  purchased  by  library  agencies,  come 
free  to  library  patrons  along  with  their  library  cards. 

Increasingly,  convenience  is  a  feature  required  for  patron  satisfaction.  To 
that  end,  libraries  cooperate,  regionally  and  statewide,  to  make  library  use 
seamless  for  users.  The  library's  ability  to  retrieve  printed  material  from  around 
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the  world  approaches  its  ability  to  pluck  information  from  cyberspace.  Automat- 
ed networks  like  the  North  of  Boston  Library  Exchange  (NOBLE)  enable 
libraries  to  identify  materials  within  their  membership,  while  cooperatives  like 
the  Northeast  Massachusetts  Regional  Library  System  (NMRLS)  fund  searches 
nationwide  and  provide  for  delivery  of  books  direct  to  the  local  library.  NMRLS 
also  supports  local  reference  service  by  providing  the  back  up  of  librarians 
expert  in  selected  fields  of  inquiry,  like  law  and  medicine.  The  public  library  is  a 
citizen's  own  personal  search  engine. 

Because  of  NOBLE's  migration  to  a  new  software  vendor,  Beebe  Library 
will  roll  out  enhanced  services  to  its  patrons  during  2000.  Already,  the  transi- 
tion merged  the  holdings  of  its  academic  members  and  its  public  members,  and 
added  the  collections  of  three  new  college  libraries.  Just  as  Beebe  Library's  abil- 
ity to  pull  in  tandem  with  the  Wakefield  Public  Schools  enhances  local  educa- 
tion, its  alliance  with  multitype  libraries  expands  the  universe  of  materials  that 
can  be  handed  to  a  patron  within  48  hours. 

What  follows  is  a  chronicle  of  the  activities  of  a  busy  public  library,  written 
by  the  people  who  are  the  direct  service  providers.  They  have  reason  to  take 
pride  in  their  work  and  satisfaction  in  the  responsiveness  of  the  community  they 
serve.

Yes,  children  still  find  excitement  and  possibilities  in  books.  Children  dis- 
covered the  first  Harry  Potter  book  by  J.K.  Rowling  and  anxiously  anticipated 
the  release  of  volumes  two  and  three.  Their  faces  reflected  their  delight  when 
they  received  a  copy  of  Harry  Potter  and  the  Chamber  of  Secrets  or  Harry  Potter 
and  the  Prisoner  of  Azkaban.  Despite  the  purchase  of  multiple  copies  of  each  vol- 
ume, the  books  were  seldom  on  the  shelves.  Additional  copies  were  available  in 
the  rental  collection  in  the  Main  Lobby,  where  adults  competed  with  youngsters 
to  take  home  the  latest  titles.  In  June,  the  Youth  Room  staff  hosted  a  Quidditch 
tournament,  a  game  based  on  the  stories.  Will  the  popularity  remain  through 
the  next  four  books  planned  for  the  series?  Who  knows,  but  it  is  wonderful  to  see 
children  excited  about  the  written  word. 

Keeping  students  reading  during  summer  months  is  a  goal  shared  by 
teachers  and  librarians.  This  year,  Wakefield  Memorial  High  School  teachers 
and  Beebe  Library  librarians  worked  together  to  revise  and  annotate  the  sum- 
mer reading  lists.  Referencing  the  Massachusetts  Curriculum  Framework  for 
English  Language  Arts,  the  team  compiled  recommendations  that  reflect  many 
genres,  time  periods,  and  cultures.  The  library  purchased  multiple  copies  of 
titles,  and  librarians  familiar  with  the  lists  were  able  to  match  students  with 
books  tailored  to  a  variety  of  reading  levels  and  literary  tastes.  Over  90%  of  the 
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listed  books  were  in  circulation  during  the  summer,  and  more  than  300  students 
availed  themselves  of  help  in  making  their  selections.  One  sidelight  of  the  dis- 
plays was  the  appeal  these  books  had  for  adult  patrons  who  were  drawn  to 
selections  for  their  own  personal  reading. 

While  the  newest  book  discussion  group  launched  by  the  Reference  Depart- 
ment prospered  (see  below),  the  Assistant  Director  continued  to  provide  direc- 
tion to  the  venerable  Greenwood  Book  Group,  which  meets  in  the  evening  on  the 
fourth  Thursday  of  the  month.  On  the  third  Wednesday  of  the  month,  the  same 
format  is  used  for  lunchtime  book  review  sessions.  Participants  eat  their  lunch 
while  they  hear  reviews  of  the  latest  publications.  Each  month  a  new  genre  or 
series  of  authors  is  highlighted  to  introduce  readers  to  the  less  well  known. 

In  December,  the  North  of  Boston  Library  Exchange  inaugurated  a  new 
computer  system  that  replaced  the  twenty-year-old  online  catalog  and  circula- 
tion system.  The  version  introduced  is  an  Internet-based  catalog,  which  means 
patrons  can  easily  search  from  home  without  specialized  software,  and  can  use 
the  same  web  browser  programs  they  already  use  for  Internet  searching.  The 
new  catalog  offers  greater  searching  and  printing  capabilities  and  has  a  more 
logical  and  easy-to-use  interface.  Soon  it  will  also  allow  home  users  to  access 
their  own  library  accounts  to  see  what  books  they  have  checked  out  and  when 
they  are  due,  renew  them  if  necessary,  place  their  own  reserves  or  interlibrary 
loan  requests,  and  check  the  status  of  outstanding  requests.  The  catalog  also 
offers  library  staff  detailed  usage  reports  to  assist  in  making  acquisitions.  The 
new  catalog  is  available  24  hours  a  day,  7  days  a  week,  at  the  Internet  address 
www.noblenet.org. 

In  recognition  of  her  retirement,  the  library  hosted  a  reception  for  Mary 
Lyons  on  January  8th.  Mary  Lyons  was  the  secretary  and  bookkeeper  for  the 
last  ten  years  and  bore  an  increased  workload  during  the  library's  renovation 
project.  Paula  Abraham  is  her  replacement.  Charlotte  Wood,  Circulation  Assis- 
tant, resigned  to  accept  a  position  at  Wakefield  Memorial  High  School's  Volpe 
Library.  Valerie  Couture  is  her  replacement.  Carmel  Chisholm,  Circulation 
Assistant,  resigned  because  of  a  move.  Lois  Dishmon  and  Staci  Robinson  are 
temporarily  sharing  her  hours.  Kimberlie  Monteforte,  Head  of  Youth  Services, 
left  in  early  December  for  a  maternity  leave  following  the  birth  of  her  son.

READERS'  AND  INFORMATION  SERVICES 

Reference  transactions  this  year  were  the  highest  in  the  library's  history. 
Patrons  asked  11,066  basic  or  directional  questions,  and  26,723  more  in-depth 
research  questions,  for  a  total  of  37,789  questions  overall.  This  represents  a  16% 
increase  over  1998,  and  an  average  of  3,149  questions  per  month.  The  Reference 
Department  handles  requests  by  phone,  fax,  or  in  person,  and  also  by  electronic 
mail  at  wakefieldlibrary@noblenet.org.  There  were  170  e-mail  reference 
requests  in  1999. 

Thanks  to  our  memberships  in  the  North  of  Boston  Library  Exchange  and 
the  Northeast  Massachusetts  Regional  Library  System,  the  library  continues  to 
expand  its  offerings  of  electronic  databases  to  patrons  in  the  building  and  also  to 
home  users.  The  EBSCO  periodicals  index  unveiled  an  enhanced  version  this 
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year,  and  added  several  new  databases  to  its  line-up,  including  medical  and 
business  indexes,  an  index  of  education  journals,  and  resources  for  children 
such  as  general  and  animal  encyclopedias  and  an  index  of  children's  maga- 
zines. The  EBSCO  database  is  available  from  home  to  anyone  with  a  valid 
library  card  number  at  the  Internet  address  www.noblenet.org.  The  Infotrac 
databases  (formerly  SearchBank)  also  expanded  their  offerings.  In  addition  to 
standard  periodicals  indexes,  they  now  include  indexes  of  business,  medical, 
and  academic  journals,  as  well  as  databases  of  biographical  and  critical  infor- 
mation on  current  and  historical  authors.  New  databases  provided  by  the 
regional  system  this  year  are  the  Boston  Globe  online,  and  SIRS  Researcher 
and  Discoverer,  databases  aimed  at  students  in  elementary  and  middle  school 
seeking  information  on  current  topics  for  school  assignments.  The  Infotrac  and 
the  SIRS  databases  are  both  available  for  home  users  with  a  library  card  by 
going  to  www.nmrls.org/reference/dbaseshome.shtml. 

Because  of  this  array  of  technology,  there  is  still  a  heavy  demand  for  com- 
puter instruction.  The  Reference  Department  continues  to  offer  training  ses- 
sions four  times  weekly  on  the  use  of  the  Internet  and  the  online  catalog  and 
databases.  In  1999,  there  were  111  tutorials  offered,  up  from  80  the  previous 
year,  and  they  were  attended  by  212  patrons. 

Leane  Ellis,  from  the  library's  reference  staff,  runs  the  successful  book  dis- 
cussion group  Books  by  the  Lake,  now  in  its  second  year.  The  group  discussed 
twelve  books  including  an  historical  mystery  series,  a  classic,  two  memoirs,  a 
variety  of  novels  and  one  non-fiction  title.  The  lively  group  has  a  core  of  a  dozen 
intelligent,  witty  participants  who  welcome  diverse  thoughts,  genres,  and  styles. 
The  discussions  cover  literary  theory,  social  issues,  human  relationships,  and 
the  motivation  of  real  and  imagined  characters.  Participants  laughed  over  the 
humor  of  John  Irving  and  Pearl  Cleage,  wept  for  the  victims  of  The  Perfect 
Storm,  and  marveled  at  the  exquisite  prose  of  Wallace  Stegner  and  Margaret 
Atwood. 

The  Reference  Department  offers  Homebound  Delivery  Service  to  those  res- 
idents who  are  physically  unable  to  come  to  the  library.  The  program  currently 
serves  19  patrons,  five  more  than  last  year,  and  91  deliveries  were  made  in 
1999,  a  38%  increase  over  the  previous  year.  This  program  could  not  be  offered 
without  the  generous  assistance  of  15  volunteer  drivers  from  the  community.

YOUTH  SERVICES 

The  Youth  Room  exceeded  many  of  its  goals  throughout  the  year  of  1999. 
The  staff  increased  the  number  of  summer  readers  in  Wakefield,  expanded 
access  to  story  time  programs,  and  broadened  the  scope  of  school  and  library 
cooperation 

The  success  of  the  summer  reading  program  Funny  Things  Happen  When 
You  Read  was  unparalleled.  Extensive  outreach  to  the  schools,  preschools,  and 
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daycare  centers  was  obviously  well  received,  judging  by  the  record  1,001  sum- 
mer readers.  Thanks  to  the  generous  support  of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees, 
the  Friends  of  the  Library,  and  local  businesses,  the  Youth  Room  was  able  to 
offer  enticing  incentives  such  as  tee  shirts,  Harry  Potter  books,  and  local  gift 
certificates.  Programs  were  offered  for  children  of  all  ages  throughout  the  sum- 
mer and  included  local  performer  Cheesecake  the  Clown  and  internationally 
known  entertainer  Rami  Salami. 

Programming  continues  to  be  a  vital  and  invigorating  part  of  the  Youth 
Room.  Story  times  are  a  huge  draw  with  a  record  number  of  individuals  partici- 
pating. Weekly  programs  are  offered  for  children  six  months  to  five  years  of  age. 
To  alleviate  the  problems  associated  with  an  oversubscribed  program,  the 
library  introduced  some  new  registration  procedures  this  year.  The  library's 
goal  is  to  accommodate  each  Wakefield  patron  for  at  least  one  session  annually. 
Any  Wakefield  patron  who  is  placed  on  a  waiting  list  will  be  given  priority  for 
the  next  available  session. 

Other  inventive  programs  include  weekly  pajama  story  times,  drop-in  Sat- 
urday morning  story  times,  Saturday  afternoon  craft  tables,  book  swaps,  Turn 
Off  the  TV  Week  activities,  parenting  and  babysitting  workshops,  and  book 
reviews.  Throughout  the  year,  the  Youth  Room  offered  511  programs  serving 
14,796  children  and  families. 

Additions  to  the  book  collection  support  the  Curriculum  Frameworks  and 
the  needs  of  the  community.  Communication  flows  well  between  schools  and  the 
library,  which  allows  the  library  to  better  serve  students  with  their  homework 
needs.  Tiffany  Grossman  hosted  a  New  Teacher  Orientation  session  and  spoke 
at  school  faculty  meetings  throughout  the  year. 

The  technology  available  to  Wakefield's  children  continues  to  expand.  The 
CD-ROM  collection  has  high  circulation,  and  new  software  has  been  added. 
Access  to  child-oriented  online  resources  has  increased  with  the  addition  of 
SIRS  Researcher,  SIRS  Discoverer,  and  EBSCO's  Searchasaurus.  Internet  class- 
es are  consistently  offered  to  parents  and  children.  The  classes  are  tailored  to 
the  individual  needs  of  the  participants,  but  cover  the  importance  of  online  safe- 
ty, web-page  evaluation,  and  searching  skills.  Several  computer  orientations 
were  offered  to  Cub  Scout  groups  throughout  the  year. 

The  Youth  Room  has  been  the  recipient  of  several  grants  that  bring  library 
services  deeper  into  the  community,  broaden  the  collections,  and  share  litera- 
ture with  more  children.  Through  the  Library  Services  and  Technology  Act 
administered  by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners,  the  Youth 
Room  received  $6,000  that  will  allow  for  the  production  and  promotion  of  multi- 
format  kits  on  specific  topics  such  as  sibling  rivalry,  potty  training,  new  babies, 
and  divorce.  The  North  Suburban  Family  Network  grant  added  over  100  new 
books  to  the  Parenting  Collection.  The  Youth  Room  worked  with  the  Kidstock 
Creative  Theatre  Company  to  bring  the  Read,  React,  Resolve  program  to  the 
community.  This  program  was  developed  to  promote  child  literacy,  increase  con- 
flict resolution  skills,  and  build  self-esteem.  Inga  Laurila  applied  for  this  grant 
from  a  Local  Cultural  Council. 

WGBH  selected  the  Youth  Room  as  the  backdrop  for  the  filming  of  Parents 
OnLion,  an  educational  video  that  will  be  used  to  promote  early  childhood  liter- 
acy and  an  upcoming  public  television  series.  A  film  crew  spent  several  days 
filming  and  interviewed  two  Wakefield  families  and  Youth  Room  librarian  Ger- 
ry Pothier. 
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Youth  Room  staff  attended  several  workshops  and  conferences,  and  have 
been  setting  trends  in  the  profession.  Specifically,  Marianne  Snow  has  been  not- 
ed for  her  Lapsit  program  for  babies  6  to  24  months;  Kim  Monteforte  for  the 
huge  success  of  Harry  Potter  Day;  and  Tiffany  Grossman  for  her  accomplish- 
ments in  working  with  the  schools  and  for  her  young  adult  program,  the  YA\YA 
Club.  Staff  members  Gerry  Pothier  and  Gray  Sawyer  have  been  crucial  in  pro- 
viding services  and  programs  throughout  the  year,  especially  while  Inga  Laurila 
recuperated  over  a  three-month  leave  of  absence.

TECHNICAL  SERVICES 

Two  major  projects  occupied  the  Technical  Services  Department  in  1999: 
planning  for  the  year  2000,  and  planning  for  a  complete  upgrade  of  the  library's 
integrated  library  system  software. 

Preparing  for  the  year  2000  absorbed  much  of  the  year.  Tasks  included  a 
complete  inventory  of  all  library  computer  software,  hardware,  and  building 
facilities  equipment.  The  equipment  was  then  triaged  so  that  the  most  critical 
components  of  the  library's  equipment  would  be  examined  first.  Y2K  compliance 
was  determined  by  contacting  the  manufacturers  of  all  equipment  and  compil- 
ing a  file  of  compliance  statements  from  these  manufacturers.  Most  library- 
owned  hardware  was  verified  to  be  compliant.  Some  library  software  was  found 
to  be  non-compliant.  A  list  of  patches  and  updates  was  compiled,  and  applied  to 
a  selected  group  of  library  computers.  Once  compatibility  was  assured,  the 
remaining  library  computers  were  upgraded.  Some  of  the  library's  older  genera- 
tion computers  needed  to  be  monitored  in  January  2000  to  make  sure  that  their 
clocks  rolled  over  to  2000.  Pursuing  this  comprehensive  plan  resulted  in  the  cor- 
rect functioning  of  all  library  equipment  as  January  1,  2000  rolled  around. 

In  December  1999,  NOBLE  upgraded  the  consortium's  integrated  library 
system,  the  system  that  manages  circulation  transactions,  data  entry,  and  the 
online  catalog.  The  new  system  from  Innovative  Interfaces  required  computers 
with  increased  processor  speed  and  memory,  and  required  that  all  dumb  termi- 
nals be  replaced  with  computers.  In  all,  the  Technical  Services  department 
upgraded  fourteen  computers  and  replaced  eleven  terminals.  Technical  Services 
also  provided  training  for  the  data  entry  module  of  the  new  system. 

The  Technical  Services  Department  continues  to  manage  the  gift  magazine 
program.  As  in  past  years,  Wakefield  citizens  and  organizations  donated  gener- 
ously. Over  $800  was  donated  to  cover  the  costs  of  33  magazines...

OUTSTANDING  STUDENT  AWARD 

Michael  Pietrantonio  of  Saugus,  a  senior  in  the  Electrical  Program,  was  cho- 
sen Northeast's  nominee  at  the  State  Awards  Dinner  for  Outstanding  Vocational 
Technical  Students.  The  event  is  co-sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Association 
of  Vocational  Administrators  and  the  Massachusetts  Vocational  Association. 
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VOCATIONAL  HONOR  SOCIETY 

The  Northeast  Chapter  of  the  National  Vocational  Technical  Honor  Society 
held  its  annual  Induction  Ceremony  in  April.  At  the  ceremony,  16  Seniors  and 
23  Juniors  were  inducted.  These  students  joined  the  previously  inducted  mem- 
bers to  bring  the  Vocational  Technical  Honor  Society  Chapter  to  62  members  for 
1998-99  school  year. 

NATIONAL  HONOR  SOCIETY 

The  Fifth  Annual  Induction  Ceremony  to  the  Northeast  Chapter  of  the 
National  Honor  Society  was  held  in  May.  Sixteen  students  were  inducted  for  the 
1998-99  school  year  bringing  the  total  membership  to  two. 

VI CA  AWARDS 

At  State  VICA  Competition  held  in  April,  Northeast  finished  with  two  Gold 
Medals,  two  Silver  Medals  and  two  Bronze  Medals.  The  Gold  Medal  Winners 
were:  Andrea  Paulo  in  Accounting  and  Kevin  Lancaster  in  Carpentry,  both  stu- 
dents were  from  Saugus.  The  Silver  Medal  winners  were:  April  Pennellatore  in 
Accounting,  from  Saugus  and  Erik  Newman  in  Carpentry,  from  Revere.  The 
Bronze  Medal  winners  were:  Mark  Paradis  in  Accounting,  from  Chelsea  and 
Jonathan  Kearly  in  Plumbing,  from  Saugus. 

TOOLS  FOR  TOMORROW  ALL-AMERICAN 

VOCATIONAL  STUDENT  AWARD 

Stephanie  Hoffman  of  Chelsea,  a  Senior  in  the  Dental  Assisting  Program  at 
Northeast,  was  selected  as  one  of  the  top  50  vocational-technical  education  stu- 
dents in  the  country  from  among  nearly  2,000  outstanding  competitors. 
Stephanie,  after  winning  at  the  local  level,  moved  on  and  was  selected  the  State 
winner  in  the  Tools  for  Tomorrow  Ail-American  Vocational  Student  Awards  pro- 
gram and  received  a  $1,000  Career  Advancement  Award.  These  students  exem- 
plify a  new  trend  in  vocational  technical  education  called  of  service  learning," 
which  gives  students  the  opportunity  to  gain  work  experience  in  their  field  of 
study,  while  providing  a  valuable  service  to  their  communities. 

STUDENT  ADVISORY  REP  TO  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

Andrea  Paulo,  a  junior  from  Saugus,  was  elected  as  the  Student  Represen- 
tative to  the  School  Committee  for  the  1998-99  school  year. 

SCHOLARSHIP  COMMITTEE 

The  Northeast  Scholarship  Committee  awarded  individual  scholarships  to 
68  deserving  students  at  1999  graduation  exercises.  The  total  of  $229,350  was 
given  in  scholarships.  The  average  award  was  $3,000  with  75  %  of  the  scholar- 
ship aid  going  to  students  furthering  their  education  at  four-year  schools. 

Northeast  students  beginning  work  in  their  vocational  field  or  entering 
trade  apprenticeship  programs  garnered  25  %  of  the  scholarship  assistance  to 
enable  them  to  purchase  costly  tools  and  equipment  as  well  as  entry  level 
expenses  toward  trade  education  programs.

SCORE  PEER  MEDIATION  PROGRAM 

In  September,  Northeast  began  its  fourth  year  affiliated  with  SCORE,  a 
Peer  Mediation  Program.  The  SCORE  Program  was  developed  by  the  Office  of 
the  Attorney  General  of  Massachusetts  to  help  reduce  the  violence  in  schools. 
The  Mediation  process  is  successful  in  resolving  conflicts  of  all  types.  Northeast 
has  a  full-time  coordinator,  31  trained  students  and  nine  trained  staff  members. 
A  trained  mediator  is  a  neutral  person  not  involved  in  the  dispute  and  through 
the  mediation  process,  helps  people  come  to  their  own  agreement  about  how 
they  want  to  resolve  their  conflict. 

MCAS  AFTER  SCHOOL  ENRICHMENT  PROGRAM 

Thirty-five  students  attended  a  four  week  enrichment  program  in  May.  The 
students  spent  3  hours  a  day,  two  days  a  week  working  on  upgrading  Math  and 
English  skills  and  65%  of  the  students  improved  their  skills. 

SUMMER  ENRICHMENT  PROGRAM 

Sixty  incoming  freshmen  who  scored  low  on  the  Stanford  Achievement  Test 
participated  in  a  three  week  program  this  summer.  The  program  emphasized 
Mathematics,  English/Reading  and  Computer  skills.  Fifty  students  completed 
the  program  and  showed  a  marked  improvement  in  these  subjects. 

SUPPORT  SERVICES 

The  Guidance  Department  has  established  several  Support  Groups  for  the 
Northeast  students.  'Me  Gender  Equity  Support  Group  has  been  established  to 
work  with  students  of  all  grades.  Workshops  are  conducted  for  all  freshmen  iden- 
tifying the  benefits  and  concerns  associated  with  choosing  non-traditional  careers. 
Student  workshops  are  also  presented  to  all  sophomores  that  focus  on  the  issue  of 
sexual  harassment  and  identifying  in-school  and  employment  procedures  to  follow 
if  faced  with  such  concerns.  The  department  also  conducts  support  groups  for  stu- 
dents who  are  enrolled  in  vocational  shops  that  represent  non-traditional  choices. 
Approximately  60  students  participate  in  the  non-traditional  groups. 

A  support  program  for  pregnant  and  parenting  teens  has  been  established 
to  help  encourage  school  participation  and  achievement  of  high  school  diplomas. 
A  support  group  is  offered  that  brings  together  girls  that  are  pregnant  and  girls 
who  are  teen  mothers  to  provide  support  to  each  other  and  to  learn  of  the  par- 
enting responsibilities.  Guest  speakers  are  arranged  and  the  group  focuses  on 
emotional  needs,  child  birth,  nutrition,  child-rearing,  growth  and  development, 
etc.  Teen  fathers  are  also  included  in  the  support  system. 

The  Guidance  Department  has  established  a  peer  training  program  that 
focuses  on  the  issue  of  teen  dating  violence,  substance  abuse,  and  aids  educa- 
tion. Guest  speakers,  and  leadership  training  workshops  have  all  been  part  of 
the  program.  The  peer  training  aspect  of  the  program  has  educated  30-35  stu- 
dents yearly  to  be  able  to  speak  to  younger  students  about  serious  teen  issues. 

The  Peer  Tutoring  Program  provides  educational  assistance  to  students 
having  difficulty  with  one  or  more  academic  subjects.  Students  who  have  been 
successful  in  specific  subject  areas  and  who  have  participated  in  training  are 
paid  a  stipend  to  assist  others  by  arranging  to  meet  after  school  to  provide  need- 
ed assistance. 
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The  tutoring  is  designed  to  supplement  after  school  assistance  provided  by 
the  classroom  teachers.  The  program  benefits  go  beyond  the  tutoring  as  the 
relationships  formed  by  the  members  of  the  tutoring  groups  help  to  break  down 
barriers  between  grade  levels.  The  tutors  are  supervised  by  staff  teachers  who 
are  also  available  for  academic  support. 

The  Guidance  Department  offered  an  Anger  Management  program 
throughout  the  year  that  serviced  approximately  40  students.  The  focus  was  to 
help  students  identify  what  triggers  their  anger  and  to  learn  new  ways  of  man- 
aging their  anger.  Latino  support  groups  were  offered  after  school  to  both  boys 
and  girls.  The  full  array  of  teen  issues  are  covered  with  emphasis  on  concerns 
regarding  cultural  understanding. 

?UMMER  PROGRAM? 

The  summer  of  1999  was  a  busy  time  at  Northeast  with  a  full  scale  acade- 
mic and  vocational  sunu-ner  school  in  operation.  More  than  300  students  in 
grades  9  through  12  participated. 

The  popular  Computer  Camp,  with  more  than  300  students,  took  on  a 
whole  new  look  in  1998  it  was  the  seventh  year  for  this  ever  expanding  pro- 
gram. It  is  the  objective  of  the  counselors  to  teach  campers  skills  that  they  can 
use  during  their  regular  school  year.  The  new  programs  will  help  strengthen 
reading  and  math  skills,  and  there  is  a  segment  of  the  curriculum  that  provides 
for  the  improvement  of  social  skills.  The  computer  equipment  has  also  been 
updated  and  will  now  include  programs  geared  specifically  to  the  primary  grade 
levels  of  1,  2  and  3  as  well  as  continue  servicing  our  grades  4  thru  8  population. 
An  introduction  to  the  Internet  also  became  part  of  the  camp  program.  The  com- 
puter Camp  schedule  consisted  of  a  three-hour  rotating  schedule  of  computer 
lab,  swimming,  and  sports  and  games. 

ADULT  EDUCATION 

Adult  Education  continued  at  an  all-time  high,  with  more  than  2000  stu- 
dents enrolled  this  year.  Our  goal  is  to  provide  as  many  educational  services  as 
possible  to  the  350,000  residents  of  thenortheast  Metropolitan  Regional  Voca- 
tional School  District.  In  pursuing  this  goal,  the  Adult  Education  staff  maxi- 
mizes utilization  of  the  Northeast  facilities,  offering  an  extensive  selection  of 
stimulating  and  practical  programs  Monday  through  Saturday  during  the  school 
year  and  Monday  through  Friday  during  the  summer  months. 

Northeast  offers  a  State  Approved  Auto  Damage  Appraisal  Program,  as 
well  as  a  Masters  program  in  Electrical,  Plumbing  and  gas  fitting.  As  the  Num- 
ber One  apprentice  training  center  in  New  England,  we  annually  guide  hun- 
dreds of  young  men  and  women  as  they  prepare  for  their  journeyman  or  master 
license  in  their  trade.  For  the  many  senior  citizens  enrolled,  we  offer  a  wide 
variety  of  programs  designed  to  satisfy  their  interest  in  crafts,  hobbies,  physical 
fitness,  etc. 

During  1998-99  school  year  the  Adult  Education  agenda  is  the  focus  on  the 
health  care  and  related  fields  which  project  high  employment  possibilities. 
Courses  such  as  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  Algebra  (pre-nursing),  Chemistry 
(pre-nursing)  and  Certified  Nurse  Aide,  as  well  as  Medical  Terminology  and 
Medical  Transcription,  and  Human  Biology  (Anatomy)  all  mirror  this  trend. 
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1999  GRADUATES 

The  1998-99  school  year  represents  the  twenty-eighth  class  to  matriculate 
at  Northeast  Metropolitan  Regional  Vocational  School.  Northeast  graduated  205 
students  in  the  class  of  99.  Breakdown  of  graduates  status  after  graduation  is  as 
follows: 

Entering  Military  Service  8 
Employed  in  related  field  93 
Employed  -  not  in  related  field  27 
Pursuing  additional  education  62 
Unemployed  -  seeking  employment  15 

It  should  be  noted  that  30%  of  the  graduating  class  went  on  to  further  their 
education. 

One  hundred  and  ninety  members  of  the  graduating  class  either  entered 
military  service,  are  employed  or  seeking  further  education,  that  figure  repre- 
sents 92%  of  the  class  of  1999. 

SPECIAL  NEEDS  ENROLLMENT 

Special  Needs  enrollment  for  the  1998-99  school  year  continued  to  repre- 
sent a  fair  share  of  the  total  school  enrollment  with  students.  The  244  Special 
Needs  students  represent  21%  of  the  school  population. 

ATHLETIC  RECORD? 

The  Northeast  Varsity  Soccer  Team  won  the  Commonwealth  Athletic  Con- 
ference League  Championship  and  competed  in  the  State  Tournament.  The 
Northeast  Varsity  Girl's  Volleyball  completed  its  first  season  in  C.A.C.  League 
play.  The  Varsity  Golf  Team  competed  in  its  first  State  Vocational  Tournament. 

The  Cross  Country  Team  sent  four  competitors  to  the  State  Vocational 
Tournament.  The  Cheerleading  Squad  qualified  for  the  Regional  State  Champi- 
onship. The  Northeast  Varsity  Hockey  Team  qualified  for  the  State  Tourna- 
ment. 

SHINING  KNIGHTS 

The  Shining  Knights  had  a  very  successful  year.  Donations  were  received 
from  the  Saugus  Credit  Union  and  the  Wakefield  Savings  Bank,  as  well  as  sev- 
eral businesses  from  our  sending  cities  and  towns.  Students  receive  cards  for 
perfect  attendance,  achievement,  leadership,  detention/suspension  quarters, 
and  for  doing  something"good"  for  the  school,  class  or  classmates.  This  year,  two 
cars  were  donated  by  private  citizens  and  reconditioned  by  the  Auto  Body  and 
Auto  Tech  Departments  ast  Northeast.  The  cars  were  won  by  Deanna  Cacciola 
of  Revere  and  Andrea  Bannon  also  of  Revere.  A  flyer  has  been  developed  and 
will  be  distributed  to  area  businesses  along  with  a  letter  requesting  donations. 
We  look  forward  to  another  successful  year  in  2000.

Testimonials  as  to  the 
success  of  our  graduates  continue  to  be  received,  which  makes  us  proud  to  have 
contributed  in  some  small  way  to  their  accomplishments. 

In  conclusion,  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  have  represented  Wakefield  as  a 
member  of  the  Northeast  Metropolitan  Regional  Vocational  District  School 
Committee  not  only  to  serve  as  the  guardian  of  funds  allocated  from  the  commu- 
nity to  this  educational  institution,  but  to  assist  in  and  provide  counsel  to  the 
school  in  maintaining  the  highest  standards  of  educational  excellence  possible.

Our  one  hundred  sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Municipal  Gas  and  Light 
Department  covers  the  fiscal  period  July  1,  1998  to  June  30,  1999. 

The  total  electric  sales  of  the  Department  were  approximately  2.5  percent 
greater  than  the  previous  fiscal  year.  This  was  due  in  part  to  an  increase  in 
building  construction  throughout  the  Town.  The  Department  continues  to  negoti- 
ate with  RCN  in  their  endeavor  to  wire  the  entire  Town  with  communications 
cable.  In  its  quest  to  continue  to  upgrade  its  electrical  distribution  system,  the 
Department  installed  a  new  underground  distribution  line  that  will  remove  some 
of  the  load  at  the  McGrail  Substation.  It  will  also  lighten  the  electrical  load  on 
our  existing  distribution  lines,  which  will  strengthen  the  reliability  of  the  entire 
electrical  distribution  system. 

The  gas  sales  of  the  Department  again  decreased  due  to  the  warmer  than  nor- 
mal weather.  The  number  of  gas  heat  customers  continues  to  increase.  The 
Department  has  made  some  significant  progress  in  its  quest  to  install  a  direct 
connection  to  the  Tennessee  Gas  Transmission  line.  We  are  hopeful  that  the  pro- 
ject will  be  completed  prior  to  the  winter  of  2000/2001.  The  sub-transmission  loop 
that  is  needed  prior  to  the  connection  to  the  Tennessee  Gas  Transmission  line  is 
approximately  70%  complete.  The  Department  was  also  successful  in  negotiating 
a  gas  supply  contract  that  will  save  our  customers  in  excess  of  $500,000  over  the 
coming  fiscal  year.  The  Department  is  continuing  its  program  of  replacing  old 
steel  and  cast  iron  gas  mains  with  modern  plastic  gas  mains,  which  will  ensure  a 
safe  and  reliable  gas  distribution  system.

FOR  THE  FISCAL  PERIOD  ENDING  JUNE  30, 1999 

The  Town  again  finished  fiscal  year  1999  with  a  very  solid  financial  posi- 
tion and  a  budget  surplus.  The  Town  appropriated  approximately  $864,000  of 
the  FY98  free  cash  balance  to  cover  operating  expenses  during  the  fiscal  year. 
All  of  that  was  restored  with  the  year-end  surplus.  The  combined  balance  sheet 
and  statement  of  revenues  and  expenditures  for  all  funds  is  presented  on  the 
following  pages.  Additional  detail  for  the  General  Fund  and  a  schedule  of  out- 
standing debt  is  also  presented. 

In  most  cases,  revenue  increases  kept  pace  with  increases  in  operating 
expenses  for  the  fiscal  year  and  helped  to  contribute  to  the  surplus.  Investment 
income  showed  the  most  significant  revenue  change,  increasing  50%  over  the 
prior  fiscal  year. 

Our  outstanding  indebtedness  increased  in  FY99  when  the  Town  issued 
short-term  notes  to  purchase  the  properties  at  Lafayette  and  Main  Street.  The 
Town  is  currently  funding  the  Dolbeare  School  project  with  $9  million  of  short- 
term  borrowings.  Permanent  financing  for  the  project  will  be  completed  late  in 
FY2000. 

KPMG  Peat  Marwick,  Certified  Public  Accountants,  currently  audits  the 
Town's  annual  financial  statements.  The  complete  financial  statements  and  the 
auditors'  report  are  available  from  the  Town  Accountant  and  are  on  file  in  the 
Selectmen's  Office.  Copies  of  all  financial  reports  and  ledgers  are  available  upon 
request  during  normal  business  hours.
